The long-awaited repeal of Arling- 


ton Heights' utility tax was recom- 
mended Monday night by the village 
board's finance committee, but the 
anticipated 
savings 
for 
residents 


could be offset by a water rate in- 
crease. 


A 42 per cent increase in water 


rates was recommended by the com- 
mittee because the village's water 
and sewer system, despite consid- 
erable 
funding through utility tax 


receipts, has operated at a deficit the 
past two years (when depreciation of 
the system is included). 


The village board will meet Monday 


to vote on the committee's recommen- 
dations. Most trustees and Village 
Pres. James T. Ryan have said they 
favor abolishing the 5 per cent utility 
tax, which was enacted in 1971. 


Pay hikes 
for brass 
rejected 


E l e c t e d officials in Arlington 


Heights apparently will not receive 
salary increases in 1977. 


Village Pros. James T. Ryan last 


week called for "slight" pay raises 
for 
village 
board 
members 
and 


Trustee Frank Palmatier submitted a 
motion Monday night seeking Ihe 
raises, but It was rejected by the oth- 
er members of the board's finance 
committee. 


The recommendation to hold annual 


salaries at $1,200 for trustees and 
$4,800 for the village president will be 
considered by the village board Mon- 
day. A decision must be made prior to 
Dec. 27, the first day for filing nomi- 
nating petitions for the April 5 munici- 
pal election. 


THE LAST PAY increase for the 


village's elected officials was passed 
in January 1971 and took effect follow- 
ing the municipal election in April 
197.1. 


Palmatier Monday night proposed 


that salaries be raised to $1,500 for 
trustees and $6,000 for the village 
president, calling them "modest in- 
creases." But Trustees 0. V. Ander- 
son and Richard Durava opposed the 
suggestion, saying they would rather 
see "any extra money" be spent for 
adjunct services required by the vil- 
lage's other boards and commissions. 


"I don't think an increase is going 


to make anyone want the job for the 
money. Since we don't have to do it to 
get people to ssrve, why spend the 
taxpayers' money," Durava said. 


Anderson said he would not approve 


any pay increases for village board 
members unless members of other 
boards and commissions also got 
raises. They now receive $15 per 
meeting, except chairmen, who get 
$20. 


TRUSTEE Frank Palmatier, chair- 


man of the finance committee, said 
Arlington Heights is the only munici- 
pality in the area to levy a utility tax, 
but it also has one of the lowest water 
rates — 63 cents per 1,000 gallons. The 
proposed increase, which was sug- 
gested by the village administration 
after an audit of the water and sewer 
system, sets the rate at 90 cents per 
1,000 gallons. That is the same rate 
now charged in Mount Prospect and 
Wheeling, and lower than rates in 
Buffalo Grove ($1 per 1,000 gallons) 
and DCS Plaines ($1.01 per 1,000 gal- 
lons). 


If approved, the 42 per cent in- 


crease will mean an Arlington Heights 
homeowner now paying a quarterly 
water bill of $20 would have to pay 
$28.40. 


The finance committpe recommend- 


ed that both the repeal of the utility 
tax and the new water rates be effec- 
tive Jan. 1. 


Trustee Richard Durava opposed 


repealing the utility tax, and Trustee 
0. V. Anderson favored only lowering 


it to 2 per cent. 


"I'd like some assurance that the 


only benefit isn't going to be the re- 
peal of the utility tax. I think what 
we're doing is just playing a shell 
game, because you're going to have to 
find some other place to get it (the 
monty nuw raised by the 
utility 


tax)," Durava said. 


THE UTILITY tax is now raising 


about $1.6 million a year for the vil- 
lage. It is collected by the gas, tele- 
phone and electric companies, which 
add service charges and then remit 
the funds to the village. 


Since it was enacted six years ago. 


it has generated approximately $7 8 
million and has financed about 40 cap- 
ital improvement projects. The cost to 
the average homeowner for the six- 
year period has been about $300, ac- 
cording to Kenneth Bonder, village fi- 
nance director. 


The largest projects funded by the 


tax were two six million gallon water 
reservoirs, two public works build- 
ings, four wells and an addition to the 
village hall. 


Billy Carter—will he 
be an embarrassment?

PLAIN'S, Ga. — Aj> we all know by now Billy Carter, the young- 


cr brother of the President-elect, is in enthusiastic agreement with 
H. L. Mencken's definition of prohibitionists: they are not the kind 
of people one would care to have a drink with. 


The First Brother is a boozer. He Is a man who believes that 


absinthe makes the heart grow fonder. Some years ago he engi- 


Coiiiiiieiilarv 


ncercd a repeal of this community's dry law, and then won for 
himself what is still the only commercial beer license in town. 
Now he says very proudly that he has "a red neck, white socks 
and Blue Label beer." * 


None of this is of much moment to America, but it seems of 


importance to the communications industry. Billy Carter is a num- 
ber for hundreds of reporters grown atrophied from his brother's 
near stifling piety. Everything Jimmy is, Billy isn't — and the 
media knows from experience that this paradox has possibilities. 


Remember Sam Houston Johnson? He was the errant baby 


brother of LBJ. And he was always good for fill on a slow nc'fs 
day. Usually the fill was an embarrassment for the President, and 
so much the better. 


nitOTHEIl SAM was also a fellow who, in George Nathan's 


phrase, drank to make other people interesting. While Lyndon was 
winning the presidency in 1964 by the greatest landslide in history, 
Sam was drying out in the drunk ward of a South Carolina hospi- 
tal. Besides this he gambled, womanized and reportedly passed at 
least one bad check. 


Yes, Sam was fun copy. Particularly when he was accused by a 


congressman of using a "white House credit card to take personal 
journeys. And also when he and a divorcee landed in a Mexican 
jail for reasons still unclear. Poor Lyndon; at various times dur- 
ing his administration he would not speak to his brother at all. 


Then, during the Nixon regime, there was brother Donald. He 


was not so earthy a story as was Sam Johnson, but he had his 
fascinations. Once, for example, he used a $13,000 piece of proper- 
ty to secure a 8205,000 loan from recluse Howard Hughes; skeptics 
said Donald's more tangible collateral was his kinship to the presi- 
dent. 


Donald Nixon's entrcprcncurship was so suspicious — he was an 


occasional pal of fugitive-financier Robert Vesco — that even the

Gilmore has right to die: Supreme Court 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - The 


U.S. Supreme Court ruled Monday 
that condemned killer Gary Gilmore 
had the right to die before a Utah fir- 
ing squad in the nation's first execu- 
tion since 1967. 


Gilmore showed "no real reaction" 


when Informed of the high court's 5-1 
decision by Utah State Prison Warden 
Sam Smith, but the slayer's lawyer 
said "It's what he wonted, I think 
he'll be happy about it." 


However, attorney Robert Moody 


said Gilmore had no Intention of with- 
drawing a petition seeking to have the 
death penalty tossed out on grounds 
the state did not execute him within a 
60-day time limit. 


And a lawyer (or two other men on 


Utah's Death Row said the high court 
ruling would not end legal attempts to 
prevent their execution. 


THE COURT lifted Its stay of the 


a d m i t t e d slayer's execution on 


grounds Gilmore had ' made a know- 
ing and Intelligent waiver" of his fed- 
eral rights to appeal his death sen- 
tence. 


The action returned the case to 


Utah's jurisdiction. Fourth 
District 


Judge J. Robert Bullock must set an- 
other execution date for the con- 
demned man — his third. 


Utah County Attorney's office said 


it would prepare the paperwork today 
asking the judge to schedule a hear- 


ing for the setting of a new death 
date. 


•Warden Smith phoned Gilmore in 


his isolated cell in the hospital in- 
firmary 
and 
notified 
him of the 


court's decision. 


"I don't know that there was any 


reaction," the warden said. "He just 
accepted it. There was no real reac- 
tion." 


PROMISES OF further legal action 


to block the execution came from 


Moody, who said the court's ruling 
brings the petition seeking to have the 
death sentence abrogated "to the fore- 
front," and from Robert Van Sciver, 
who represents two other condemned 
men. 


Van Sciver said he would file a civil 


rights suit in federal court this week 
contending that Gilmore's execution 
would prejudice his clients' appeals 
by making the Utah courts reluctant 
to overturn a capital punishment law 
that had been used. 


A hearing was already scheduled in 


Fourth District Court Wednesday on 
the scheduling of a first-degree mur- 
der trial for Gilmore in a second slay- 
ing last summer in the Provo, Utah, 
area. The condemned man has admit- 
ted the killing of Max D. Jensen, 24, 
during a gas station robbery. 


He was ordered shot by a firing 


squad for the slaying of Bennie Bush- 
nell, 26, a motel clerk slain in a hold- 
up one night after Jensen's death.

Longet's diary ruled out 
as proof in murder case 


THERMAL HLAMCET 


DENVER (UPD — The Colorado 


Supreme Court ruled a diary which 
French-born singer Claudine Longet 
kept hidden in a dresser drawer can- 
not be used as evidence against her in 
the slaying of her lover. 


The court also told prosecutors they 


could not use as evidence blood tests 
and urine samples taken from Miss 
Longet after the shooting of pro skier 
Vladimer "Spider" Sablch at his posh 
home in the rockies resort town of As- 
pen 


Miss Longet, 35, former wife of 


singer Andy Williams, was accused of 
felony mansalughtcr in the death of 
Sabich. 31, last March 21. She faces a 
sentence of up (o two years in prison 
and a $5,000 fine if convicted in a trial 
set for Jan 3 


MISS LONGET claimed the shoot- 


ing occurred accidentally while Sab- 
ich was showing her how to use a 22- 
caliber pistol. 


Her diary allegedly detailed the 


cooling of her love affair with Sabich 
Friends said the two-time world ski 
champion had ordered her (o move 
out of the chalet they had shared for 
tuo years 


A private security officer who rush- 


ed to the home after the shooting said 
Miss Longet pointed to Sabich as he 
lay bleeding from a single stomach 
wound on a bathroom floor and told 
him "I shot Spider; help him." 


The Colorado Supreme Court, in a 


unanimous decision written by Justice 
James Carrigan, said Pit kin County 
Sheriff's Lt 
Bill Baldrigc should 


have asked for a court order before 
searching the $230,000 chalet and de- 
manding that Miss Longet undergo 
blood and urine tests. 


T H E c o u n t said Baldridgc 


searched the house while Miss Longet 
rode in an ambulance with her fatally 
wounded lover to the hospital 


"Clearly, a personal diary secreted 


under clothing in one's bedroom 
dresser drawer is an item of the kind 
intended to be protected by the 
Fourth Amendment's warrant re- 
quirement," the court said "Indeed, 
it would be difficult to imagine what 
papers and effects should be more en- 
titled to privacy than one's personal 
diary." 


The court said under the circum- 


stances, with Miss Longet gone and 
the house under guard, there was no 
justification for not seeking a warrant 
from one of the locally available judg- 
es. 


The court ruled there also was no 


cause to order the blood and urine 
tests for alcohol simply because the 
deputy beard reports Miss Longet had 
been in an Aspen bar earlier in the 
day. 


"No such signs of this defendant's 


being drunk were observed cither in 
her home or, later, at the hospital," 
the court said.

MEMBER FDIC 
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Sirica refuses 
to decide suit 
for nationalists 


WASHINGTON <UPI> - u.s. Dis- 


trict Court Judge John J. Sirica ruled 
Monday ho did not have jurisdiction 
to decide a key suit Involving treeing 
five Puerto RIcan nationalists who 
have spent a generation In United 
States prison* for attempting to kill 
Harry Truman and shooting up the 
House. 


Sirica, who presided over the Wa- 


tergate trials, upheld n government 
motion to transfer a suit to free An- 
dres Flguoroa Cordcro to the U.S. 
District Court for the Western District 
of Missouri In Kansas City. 


Cordcro. whose attorneys testified 


he was suffering terminal cancer. Is 
held In the Springfield. Mo., federal 
medical center. The attorneys laid 
they expect to file an appeal with the 
U.S. Appeals Court within 10 days. 


The Puerto Rlcans' attorneys have 


stated their desire to keep tho litiga- 
tion In Washington (or maximum pub- 
lic exposure. 


ASSISTANT f.S. Ally. Cheryl M. 


Long said Springfield hospital officials 
reported a recent medical exam- 
ination of Cordcro determined ho "Is 
not suffering from cancer at this 
time." and I hat "It Is not a matter of 
months" he has left to live, as the 
plaintiffs said. 


A ruling by Sirica for the show- 


cause order would have cleared the 
way for action to release Lollta Lobr- 
on. Rafael Cancel Miranda and Irving 
Florcs who were convicted with Cor- 


dcro In the March 1, 1934, attack on 
the House in which five congressmen 
were wounded, and cf Oscar Collazo, 
who attempted to assassinate Presi- 
dent Truman on Nov. 1,1930. 


Several Puerto RIcan and civil 


rights groups joined In the move for 
Cordcro's Immediate release and fur- 
ther legal action to establish the juris- 
diction of International law for all 
five. 


The t'.vo consider themselves the 


longest held political prisoners In the 
Western Hemisphere. 


IN NORMAL PRACTICE. Cordcro 


would be released to spend his final 
days In his birthplace and the other 
militant Puerto RIcan Independence 
advocates could seek parole. They 
have refused to ask for release 
through normal channels, denying the 
jurisdiction of United States domestic 
laws. 


The suit by the newly'formod Com- 


mittee to Free the Five Puerto Rican 
Nationalist Prisoners also charges 
they have been abused 
and dis- 


criminated against because of their 
political beliefs, citing International 
human rights treaties in seeking re- 
lief. 


Organizations involved in the suit 


through the committee Include the 
Puerto Rican Legal Institute, Nation- 
al C o n f e r e n c e of Black Law- 
yers, Center for Constitutional Rights 
In New York, and the American Civil 
Liberties Union.

President became concerned. Much to the amusement of tho 
press, the White House put a tap on Donald's telephone and as- 
signed grim Secret Service agents to shadow the brother's person- 
al activities.

er Leslie King. No black sheep parallels here, for King was no 
trouble maker. But when he died last month In on auto accident, 
the President did not attend the funeral. The White House says the 
brothers "were not close"; one suspects that If Ford were to 
continue In office the media would vigorously follow up that rather 
scid reasoning.

And though he begs relief faintly, saying he keeps per- 
spective by "goln' out and gcttln' drunk," he Is clearly captivated.

Donald Nixon now lives almost as secluded 
as Richard. Billy beware.

Electors make it oiiicial 
Ford wins it... in Illinois, that is 


by JOHN LAMPINEN 


SPRINGFIELD - The hot lights of 


television cameras were bright In the 
historic room of the state capital. 


The press was well represented as 


the electors — all good Republicans — 
entered the room to take their places. 


No surprises were expected. 
The Illinois Electoral College has 


never offered any. Despite the lack of 
any state requirement to do so, the 
state's electors have always voted 
unanimously for the presidential and 
vice presidential candidates who car- 
ried the state. 


MONDAY WAS no exception. 
In two separate secret ballots, all 26 


electors would vote for Gerald R. 
Ford for president and then for Rob- 
ert Dole for vice president. 


Sharon Sharp of Arlington Heights 


blinked at the lights as she filed In 
with the rest of the electors. 


She had been named by the GOP 


state committee as an elector because 
of her activity in the party. She had 
looked forward to her role In the his- 
toric event even though It would not 
change the outcome of the election. 


SHE GLANCED around the room. It 


was one of few In the capltol with any 
activity Monday since the Illinois 
General Assembly was still out of ses- 
sion. 


The room itself Is normally used for 


Senate committee meetings. The de- 
sign is ornate and distinguished and it 
Is one of many rooms that have been 
restored recently. 


Mrs. Sharp headed for a scat to the 


left of the podium and then, realizing 
it was reserved for state GOP Chair- 
man Don W. Adams, stepped back 
and looked bewllderedly for some di- 
rection. 


She finally got it and sat down a 


couple of seats to the right of the po- 
dium. 


THE MOOD OF the electors during 


Adams' opening remarks was pleas- 
ant and casual. But were was little 
excitement. 


Most engaged in small talk, and 


Mrs. Sharp whispered frequently into 
the car of William C. Ives, on elector 
from Hinsdale seated next to her. 


"Our duty today Is unfortunately 


different than.lt has been In the past," 
Adams said. "Our actions here may 
not be as exciting as they might have 
been." 


For the first time since 1916, Illinois 


had failed to be a bellwether state. As 
a result the electors would be voting 
for the losing candidate for the first 
time In 60 years. 


IVES WAS named to chair the 


meeting and Mrs. Sharp was elected 
to serve as secretary. 


Quickly, the ballots for President 


were circulated. Ivcs turned to a cam- 
era and held open the ballot box to 
show that It was empty. 


In the most ceremonial part of the 


voting, each elector walked down to 
the podium and placed his ballot Into 
the box. 


As the last vote was cost, the box 


was opened and two electors tallied 
tho ballots. 


IVES STEPPED to the microphone. 


The room was quiet, but there was no 
tension. 


"Illinois Is very proud to announce 


that It casts 26 electoral votes for 
President Gerald R. Ford," he said. 


There were no cheers. Instead the 


vice presidential ballots were quickly 
passed out — with similar results. 


Thereafter, the only business left 


was to fill out'expcnse sheets. 


THE REWARDS for being an elec- 


tor amount to $3 for every 20 miles 
traveled to the assembly. 


For Mrs. Sharp, that added up to a 


net loss of $22. She paid $82 for round- 
trip air fare and was reimbursed $60 
for the 400-mile trip. 


"It was a good experience," she 


said, however, "and I don't regret the 
$25." 


The official ballots will go to Wash- 


ington where they'll be opened and 
read at a joint session of Congress 
Jan. 6. 


THAT IS THE date that the next 


President will be officially elected. In 
1960, Richard Nixon as vice president ' 
also chaired the Senate, and In that 
role was the official who "announced" 
his defeat to John F. Kennedy. 


With its business done, the electors 


began to leave. In the corridor, Mrsi 
Sharp recounted her experience. 


"It was probably not as formal as , 


thought it would be," she said. 


Earlier, she had said that Ford's 


loss had taken some of the thrill out 
of the event. There was some ex- 
citement, however, she said.

Miss Dee's win streak stifled 


SPRINGFIELD - 
Dorothy Dee's 


winning streak ended at 13 Monday. 


For the first time in her long career 


as clerk to the Illinois Electoral Col- 
lege, Miss Dee watched as the state's 
electors cast their votes for the loser 
of a presidential election. 


The streak began in 1824. Fresh out 


of Springfield High School, Miss Dee 
started working as a clerk-stenogra- 
pher for Illinois Sec. of State Louis L. 
Emerson. That December, she pre- 
pared the paperwork for her first 
meeting of the state's electors, when 
Illinois backed Calvin Coolidge. 


EVERY FOUR years since, Miss 


Dee's neatly typed forms have been 
sent to Washington to declare official- 
ly that Illinois had backed another 
winner — Hoover, Roosevelt, Truman, 
Eisenhower, Kennedy and Nixon. 


But on Jan. 6, the neatly typed mes- 


sage from Illinois will tell the U.S. 
Congress that Gerald R. Ford gets the 
state's 26 electoral votes. Twelve days 
later, Jimmy Carter will take the oath 
of office. 


But Miss Dee does not discuss poll- 


tics, and her 14th session of the elec- 
toral college, she said, was much like 


clutch in your belly when you go in 
there and mark that ballot for Presi- 
dent," she said. 


She and Ives headed for the stair- 


well. Ives has been an elector before, 
casting ballots for Nixon in 1968 and 
1972. 


It was a little different this year, he 


admitted. 


the first. 


"It used to be thrilling," she said. 


"But it's alt the same now. It gets to 
be routine." 


SHE'S NO LONGER excited about 


the ceremony, but she conceded she 
docs enjoy the aura of history. 


"It's unique in a way," she said. 
Miss Dee sat back in her chair and 


thought for a few moments. She shook 
her head. 


"I think the presidents ought to be 


elected by popular vote," she volun- 
teered. "I think it would be better." 


MISS DEE IS a small woman, her 


hair totally white now. Throughout 
Monday's ceremony, she sat quietly in 
her chair, looking straight ahead. She 
doesn't like to contemplate how long 
she'll continue working, and she re- 
fuses to reveal her age. 


Someone asked if she planned to at- 


tend the next Electoral College in 
1980. She glanced to Don Ed, a depart- 
ment head at the secretary of state's 
office, then, addressing herself to the 
question, shook her had. 


"I doubt it," she said. 
Ed interrupted. 
"Yes, she'll be here." he said. "We 


couldn't do without her." 


"Had we won, we probably would 


have been a little more jubilant and a 
little more loose," he said. "But four 
years from now, you show up and 
you'll see the difference." 


They headed down the stairway and 


the capitol was quiet again. It will be 
that way until the legislature returns 
this afternoon.

Measles reported 
in North suburbs 


Cook County health officials Monday reported scattered cases of 


tho 10-day red measles in (he northern part of the county, after the 
dlioaso had already reached the epidemic stage In the southern 
suburbs. Overall, nearly SO new cases were reported to the coun- 
ty's public health department during the weekend, said Dr. Colette 
Il.ijmujjcn, the department's chief of prcvcntatlvc medicine. 


She said a smattering of cases came from the northern suburbs, 


hut she declined to name them. Health department officials met 
Monday to dUcuu distributing measles vaccine to arcawidc clinics 
Officials say measles can lead to a variety of diseases which, in 
turn, can cause mental retardation or death. 


Chicago residency rule upheld 


The U.S. Supreme Court decision In favor of Chicago's residency 


requirement "absolutely" settles the micstlon, and should nut an 
end to resistance by city employes, Ihe clf.v's personnel director 
said Monday. "\Vc have substantial compliance with the rule now, 
and It should Increase by 1977," said Dr. Charles A. Pounian. 


The high court Monday declined to hear an appeal of a lower 


court ruling upholding tho requirement that Chicago's city employ- 
es live within the city limits. Pounian said no similar suits arc 
pending challenging the rule. Mayor Richard J. Daley was ob- 
viously pleased with the court's decision. "No one could criticize 
tho rule. It's good for tho employes and It's a good thing for the 
city," ho said. 


CTA blood, urine testing OK 


The U S. Supreme Court Monclc.v rejected a challenge to a Chi- 


cago Transit Authority requirement that bus operators involved in 
serious accidents submit to blood and urine tests. The court acted 
In a brief order on the appeal of Division 241 of the Amalgamated 
Transit Union (AFL-CIO). The union had appealed from an ad- 
verse decision by the 7th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. The circuit 
court said "CTA has a paramount Interest In protecting the public 
bv ensuring that bus nml train operators arc fit to perform their 
jobs." The opinion noted that no medical testing Is required unless 
two supervisory employes concur. 


Hiring free/c for Chicago firemen 


U.S. District Court Judge Thomas R. McMitlcn Monday froze 


hiring by tho Chicago Fire Dcpt. until tho city compiles with a 1974 
agreement requiring 50 per cent of the firefighters hired to bo 
minorities Earl L. Ncnl. special assistant corporation counsel, 
said the city agreed not to hire any new firefighters until McMillcn 
officially signs the order on Dec. 27. It is being drafted by U.S. 
Justice Dcpt. attorneys. 


Ncal asked McMlllcii on Nov. t for permission to hire 150 fire- 


fighters, 42 per cent of whom would tic minorities. Justice Dcpt. 
attorneys, however, said the proposal violated the terms of a Jan. 
:n. 1374, agreement which also called for 50 per cent of the men 
hired to be minorities. McMillcn agreed and suggested the attor- 
neys give him a proposed Injunction for his signature.

19. Schneider owned a large farm and was considered wealthy. 
Drabing has pleaded Innocent by reason of insanity. 


Patricia Drabing, Michael's mother, testified in her son's de- 


fense that he had been depressed and sought help from a mental 
health center In Springfield about a month before the murders. 
Drabing was given a prescription to alleviate his depression but 
quit taking the pills before Aug. 19. Mrs. Drabing iaid.

Illinois State Lottery Supt. Ralph F. Batch Monday denied re- 


ports ho Itad announced his tcslgnation after the lottery board 
passed a proposal stripping him of the poucr to approve ail new 
lottery games.

Absentee voting changes backed

Two men caught in the middle of a 


breakdown of absentee voting In the 
Nov. 2 election, U.S. Rep. Abner Silk- 
va, D-10th, and his Republican oppo- 
nent, Samuel Young, said Monday 
they approve Cook County Clerk Stan- 
ley Kusper's proposal for centralized 
counting of absentee ballots. 


But both men also say that still 


more has to be done to improve the 
absentee ballot system in Cook Coun- 
ty. 


"Certainly any improvement over 


the present system would be wel- 
comed," Young said. 


"It ought to be required by law that 


all absentee ballot applications be 
time stamped when they are received 
by the county clerk and that the bal- 
lots be mailed out within 48 hours 
thereafter." Young said. 


KUSPER SAID Sunday that-a bill 


will be introduced in tho Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly next month to permit 
tho counting of absentee ballots at ono 
central location. Under the present 
law, the ballots must be delivered to 
individual polling precincts before the 
polls close on election day in order to 
be counted. 


Young said the time stamp on ballot 


requests amounts to "good record 
keeping" for the clerk's office. Re- 
quiring that ballots be sent to the ap- 
plicant within 48 hours would answer 
voters' complaints about delays In 
getting ballots, he said. 


Mikva also said that "something 


needs to be done about getting ballots 
out earlier to absentee voters."

A second plan that would Involve 


absentee voting at suburban township 
halls will be presented to the legisla- 
ture, he said, although sponsors for 
the bill have not been named. 


Nearly 5,000 absentee votes in Cook 


County were not counted in tho Nov. 2 
election because they were not deliv- 
ered to individual precinct polling 
places before the polls closed as re- 
quired by law. 


Yonkcrs said he favors a plan that 


would allow voters to cast an ab- 
sentee ballot before the election at 
their township hall. 


Currently, absentee ballots must bo 


cast in person at the county building 
in Chicago. 


The second part of Yonkcrs pro- 


posal would make township clerks re- 
sponsible for getting absentee ballots 
to precinct poling places one election 
day. 


The county clerk would have to de- 


liver ballots to township offices by 2 
p.m. on election dpy and township of- 
ficials then would sec that the ballots 
are passed out to the polling places. 


"The townsliip clerk's job would be 


very minimal compared to what the 
county clerk Is faced with now. It, 
would be a very simple job to let indi- 
vidual townships moke the deliv- 
eries," Yonkcrs said.

KUSPER HAS said that 4,947 ab-

"Over the Hump," says It was safer 
to fly a bomber deep Into Germany 
than to fly the twin-engine transport 
planes over the Himalaya Mountains,

which became known as "the Rock- 
pile." 


More than 3,000 crew members of 


those flights did survive. They've gone 


their different directions in the past 30 
years with many of them settled in 
the Northwest suburbs, but hundreds 
of the proud troopers, who received 
two ounces of whiskey after each suc- 
cessful flight across the Hump, still 
reunite each year at a Hump Pilots 
Assn. reunion. 


The whiskey's a little better there, 


but the stories are the same, Larry 
Bartnek says. 


BARTNEK IS A life member of the 


group and for the past four years has 
been in charge of writing the associ- 
ation's quarterly newsletter, which is 
sent to more than 3,000 members. 


"No one else wanted to do the poop 


sheet, so I said I would," says Bar- 
tnek, 53, who now is a hearing aid 
consultant. 


But tho great hearty laugh that ac- 


companies his stories about his fellow 
troopers seems to belie that excuse. 
When pushed, he admits he enjoys it; 
almost as much 'as the annual reun- 
ion. He's only missed th&t four-day af- 
fair once, and only because his doctor 
insisted it wouldn't be a good Idea so 
soon after suffering a stroke. 


"It's great seeing the same old guys 


again; and telling the same old lies," 
Bartnek says. Old World War II mov- 
ies, scrapbooks, war stories and whis- 
key also are popular. 


A MENTION OF the whiskey ratio- 


ned after each flight also brings a 
smile to the face of Bartnek, who 
completed more than 200 roundtrlp 
missions in the 13 months he was fly- 
ing the twin-engine planes loaded to 
the brim with supplies for American 
and Nationalist Chinese troops. 


"That whiskey was S.O.P. (Stan- 


dard operating procedure). As soon as 
you landed you'd go into the flight 
surgeon to get a jolt. After some of 
those flights you needed it to calm 
your nerves," Bartnek says. 


Some pilots would save their whis- 


key slips and cash them all in at once. 
"Sometimes when you made it to the 
mess hall you were stoned, which 
probably was good 'cause the food 
was terrible," he said. 


Orations, Spam and dehydrated po- 


tatoes composed the bulk of all meals. 
But the food anad the wet conditions 
(monsoon seasons left 600 Inches o( 
rain in three to four months; were 
common complaints for most World 
War II soldiers in the area. Hump pi- 
lots had more serious things to worry 
about — their flights. 


"Here In a strange land far from 


home, on the fringes of a mysterious 
backward civilization, were all the 
conditions that bring hazardous flight: 
fog, heavy rain, thunderstorms, dust 
storms, high mountains, a necessity 
for oxygen, heavy loads, sluggish 
planes, faulty or no radio aid, hostile 
natives, jungles and one-way airfields 
set in a mountainous terrain at a 
high altitude —," says Tunner in his 
book. 


"I WAS PRETTY fortunate. We all 


had close calls; things like coming out 
of the clouds and there's a mountain 
that wasn't supposed to be there. But 
you don't worry about that. It was 
part of the business," said Bartnek. 


Mountains often suprised Hump pi- 


lots because of primitive maps and no 
weather stations. "Some of our maps 
were just big white splotches that said 
'unexplored.1 And our only weather 
reports were from pilots returning to 
base." he said. 


When planes did go down, there 


usually was little hope for recovery. 


"Therewas no place to go. I fyou 


lost a plane in the jungle, you were 
lucky if you found it at all. Those 
trees were like a canopy. Why, I heard 
just a couple months ago that another 
plane was just found." Bartnek said. 


And if it wasn't the Jungle, there 


were the Himalaya Mountains, which 
some Hump pilots refer to as "the 
Great Aluminum Trail" because the 
wreckage of so many planes could be 
seen as they flew over them. 


"But there were a lot of good times, 


too, "Bartnek adds quickly, which 
makes for some good stories, or "the 
same old lies" at the Hump pilots' re- 
union each year.

"I'm sure he's aware of the Mem- 


phis ceremony and Is reviewing the 
matter," Coughlln said. "But he's not 
nskcd me to arrange such an occa- 
sion. I think before ho were to take 


such an action, he would ask every 
bishop in the conference his opinion 
and seek their approval." 


"I DON'T THINK it's a bad mea- 


sure, myself," Murphy said. "If a di- 
vorced and remarried Catholic were 
to take port in a mass forgiveness 
rite, it might allow Mm to go back to 
Hie sacraments. I also think tho new, 
r e v i s e d reconciliation (confession) 
rite might eventually allow the di- 
vorced Catholic to go back to the sac- 
raments."

Greyhound buses may be stopping 


In the Northwest suburbs by March, 
but the bus company says it's looking 
for packages, not passengers. 


The firm plans to open a depot at 


an office-warehouse complex at 2202 
Landmcler Rd. in the Elk Grovo Vil- 
lage industrial park. Greyhound's 
nearest stations now arc in Elgin, 
Northbrook, Skokie and Jefferson 
Park in Chicago. 


Regional sales director Robert J. 


Wallace said the new station would in- 
clude a small waiting room for pas- 
sengers, "but we don't feel the pas- 
senger traffic will be too high. 


"THERE'LL BE A place where 


you can park your car while you buy 
a ticket, of course, but there won't be 
any long-terra storage if you want to 
park your car while you go for a bus 
ride," he added. "And the schedule 
won't be conducive to commuting. 


"We're going In there to make it 


more convenient for our commercial 
accounts," Wallace said. "We'll pick 
up passengers, too, but we don't ex- 
pect many." 


Greyhound buses now travel the 


n e a r b y Northwest Tollway, and 
"three to five" of them will be diver- 
ted to the Elk Grove Village stop each 


day, Wallace said. 


Passengers who board the buses in 


Elk Grove Village can make direct 
connections to Rockford and Madison. 
Wis., on the outbound buses. Inbound 
passengers can connect with buses to 
Milwaukee at Jefferson Park, Chi- 
cago, or "to anywhere in the U.S." at 
the Greyhound Chicago terminal, 
Wallace said. 


THE COMPANY has yet to develop 


a firm schedule, he added, but ex- 
pects to schedule its Elk Grove Vil- 
lage stops between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. 
daily. 


More than 3 million pounds of 


freight is shipped in and out of the 
industrial park each month, said E. 
Stanley Klyber of the Elk Grove Assn. 
of Industry and Commerce, much of it 
in small packages "because we have 
a lot of distributorships." 


That's the business 
Greyhound 


wants, Wallace said. "Our customers 
now have to go to Northlake to put 
a package on the bus. This'll be more 
convenient for them. You don't know 
for sure until you get in there, but we 
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hope to be up to $3,000 or $6,000 per 
month in package express." 


The bus company's decision was 


"disappointing" to Rolling Meadows 
druggist Jerry Metyk. 


METYK, PRESIDENT of the Roll- 


ing Meadows Shopping Center Assn., 
has been campaigning for 24 years 
for a bus depot in his drug store at 
Kirchoff Road and Meadow Drive. 
Last May, he said, bus company offi- 
cials said his plans were close to 
being approved. 


"They've made their choice," ha

Monday. "It's money over

"I'm just trying to get a good blend 


of passengers and freight," Wallace 
said.

The way ive see it 
Bet service rules needed 


State officials should move Im- 


mediately to develop strict regu- 
lations for the operations of the 
messenger betting services that 
have proliferated In the suburbs 
and Chicago. 


The need for regulatory con- 


trol Is just the first step in what 
must be a thorough study of the 
subject. 


Testimony before an Illinois 


House subcommittee last week 
brought numerous stories of bet- 
tors who were not paid for win- 
ning wagers. Presently, the ser- 
vices arc practically immune 
from control. The betting ser- 
vices arc under no compulsion to 
make good on winning bets short 
of costly, time-consuming civil 
suits filed by the wagers. 


T h e broader questions of 


whether the services should be 


permitted at all or whether the 
state should develop its own le- 
galized off-track betting pro- 
gram cannot be answered im- 
mediately. 


The curcnt problem of the 


messenger services has been ig- 
nored too long. The first service 
opened more than 18 months 
ago, and public officials have 
done little to enact controls over 
the operations. 


A few police raids and arrests 


do not begin to provide solutions. 
Illinois Racing Board Chairman 
Anthony Scariano has called for 
the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion to require the messenger 
services to seek operating per- 
mits and insurance as interim 
methods of controlling oper- 
ations. 
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The next step should be for the 


Illinois General Assembly to 
amend the state racing act to 
give the racing board the power 
to license and develop strict 
regulations regarding the oper- 
ations of the messenger ser- 
vices. 


The board has the expertise to 


properly administer this exten- 
sion of parimutuel wagering in 
the state. The board also has the 
background and knowledge to 
weed out the unsavory operators 
or those closely linked with or- 
ganized crime. 


The board has taken steps in 


recent years to rid the racing in- 
dustry of the corruption and 
scandal that once surrounded it. 
This relatively new endeavor 
should not be allowed to tarnish 
that effort. 


The larger question of abolish- 


ing the services or establishing a 
state-run off track betting pro- 
gram will take a long time to 
settle. 


That debate will Include the 


question of the spread of legal- 
ized gambling in the state and 
the morality of gambling. 


The immediate need is to 


enact regulations for messenger 
services. This should be one of 
the first priorities for the 80th 
session of the legislature which 
gets under way early next year.

California will try to ban 
Arab boycott through law

SAN FRANCISCO - The stale of 


California is performing a trial run 
for an operation which Jimmy Carter 
has said he will carry out when he 
arrives in the White House: putting a 
stop to the Arab boycott. 


Resentment of the boycott, which 


surfaced in the national political cam- 
paign, was strong enough in Califor- 
nia to get a bill through both houses 
of the state legislature without a dis- 
senting voice, and Gov. Edmund "Jer- 
ry" Brown signed it Into law In Sep- 
tember. Although its provisions do not 
become enforceable until next month, 
the law has already begun to have a 
restraining effect on trade conducted 
with the Middle East from California. 


Formally speaking the law is gener- 


al in its application. It defines as an 
offense any participation by individ- 
uals or corporations in California in a 
b u s i n e s s transaction which in- 
corporates boycott provisions drawn 
up by a third party. 


THUS ANY secondary or tertiary 


boycott Is attacked, though it is easy 
to think of cases, such as the United 
States' embargoes on Cuban trade, in 
which the principle would be impos- 
sible for California to enforce, not to 
mention others in different continents 
which the authors of the law never 
thought of. 


Tho law uses broad general lan- 


guage in extending the state's anti- 
trust laws to transactions which may 
involve the Arab boycott of Israel. A 
written policy Imposed by a third par- 
ty, and requiring discrimination on 
the basis of sex, race, color, religion, 
ancestry, national origin, "or on the 
basis that the person conducts or has 
conducted business in a particular lo- 
cation," is declared to be "conspiracy 
against trade." 


Attempts to apply anti-trust prin- 


ciples to secondary and tertiary boy- 
cotts, on this model, are not entirely 
new. 


The U.S. Department of Justice has, 


for instance, brought an anti-trust suit 
against the Bechtel engineering con- 
cern, which has huge construction 
contracts In Saudi Arabia. The depart- 
ment accuses Bechtel of requiring its 
subcontractors to abide by the prohi- 
bitions on Israeli products or partici- 
pation laid down by the Arab boycott 
office. Not so, says Bechtel; and any- 
way, it Is only doing what the 
agencies of the United States govern- 
ment, and notably the army corps of 
engineers, do when they work In Arab 
countries.

Carter, Congress face policy conflicts

WASHINGTON - behind the sweet- 


ness that prevailed at President-elect 
Jimmy Carter's recent session with 
Capitol Hill leaders, there were some 
carefully phrased warnings. 


For one: "Let us In on the takeoffs 


if you want us in on the crash land- 
ings." 


The roots of a Carter-Congress con- 


frontation do not, as of this moment, 
lie with Mr. Carter. He has deferred 
to the leading lights in Congress, re- 
turned their phone calls quickly, 
promised early consultation on major 
issues, asked their advice on whom to 
appoint down to the second and third 
echelons. 


He has promised or implied more 


cooperation than any president can 
possibly give in keeping that body in- 
formed. He has added some fine 
print, however, noting that "I am not 
naive enough to think that everything 
I know or everything that is in prog- 
ress on an international scale needs to 
be (told) in the early stages of a sen- 
sitive analysis process. There will be 
times when nobody needs to know a- 
bout foreign policy challenges except 
me and the secretary of State, or 
sometimes perhaps just me and the 
head of a foreign government. I will 
have to use my own judgment on all 
things.. ." 


I SAT IN the other day on a dis- 


cussion between a number of men 
who are consulted daily by leading 
senators and representatives. It was 
their opinion that regardless of how 
sincerely Mr. Carter and Congress 
may try for accommodation, there 
has built up in the past decade such 
basic rivalry between Congress and 
the president — any president — that 
Mr. Carter will inevitably face stormy 
clashes with the legislators. Especial- 
ly an activist president, as Mr. Car- 
ter promises to be. 


The struggle between Congress has 


been going on, of course, since the be- 
ginning of this nation. Over the years, 
the president slowly gained ascendan- 
cy. A few years back the scales began 
to tip the other way. 


A series of events — the Vietnam 


war, Watergate, the Middle East and 
Turkish-Greek-Cyprus crises, Angola 
— gave Congress a feeling of its own 
Importance and correctness. 


THE WEAK POSITION in which 


these crises left Presidents Johnson 
and Nixon gave senators and repre- 
sentatives the opportunity to flex their 
muscles. 


The Congress cut off funds in Viet- 


nam. It wrote a veto to give Congress 
a compelling voice in arms sales to 
the Middle East. It cut off arms aid to 
those fighting the takeover in Angola 
and cancelled the embargo on chrome 
Imports from Rhodesia. 


A member of the Senate Foreign 


Relations Committee told Mr. Carter 
bluntly that "the committee's views 
on the big issues generally have 
seemed to be more accurate or better 
for the national interest than the pres- 
ident's. This was true in connection 
with Vietnam, Angola, the War Pow- 
ers Resolution and the Greek junta." 


The feeling among Hill observers I 


know Is that, having effectively'shown 
its power, being satisfied with the re- 
sults and flushed with the feeling of 
importance those actions have given 


its members, Congress Is not ready to 
relinquish its strength to any presi- 
dent. 


TO COMPLETE the picture, add 


that Mr. Carter feels strongly his pre- 
requisites as chief executive and by 
his own admission, enjoys the sense of 
power this gives him to make deci- 
sions. 


It docs not take much to foresee 


what will happen when there is dis- 
agreement between Congress and the 
White House. 


The observers I've talked to believe, 


therefore, that the gestures of cooper- 
ation by Mr. Carter and by congres- 
sional leaders will melt as dis- 
agreements develop on the handling 
of detente with the Soviet Union, the 
Arab-Israeli confrontation, Cyprus, a 
"normalization" 
of 
arrangements 


with China which could lead to the 
abandonment of Taiwan, the struggles 
in Rhodesia and the Union of South 
Africa.

sembly, Springfield, on the overtime 
pay question dubbed "a crisis of ma- 
jor proportions", by Illinois State 
Chamber'of Commerce president Les- 
ter Brann. 


Illinois! Minimum Wage Age, effec- 


tive Aug. 22, allows all supervisory, 
professional and executive personnel 
to file overtime pay claims when they 
work more than 40 hours a week. 
These employes had been exempt 
from state overtime pay rules be- 
cause they are covered by the U.S. 


Fair Labor Standards Act. 


KLYBER SAID the Elk Grove Vil- 


lage association is urging all mem- 
bers to contact state legislators in 
support of Fair Labor Standards Act 
coverage reinstatement. 


Compliance with the new state law 


would be a "tremendous accounting 
task," Klyber said. Many supervisors 
previously exempt from overtime pay 
work 50 or more hours a week, he 
said. 


"I think we mostly just laughed at 


it," said Ms. Cornell, who is personnel 
director at The Bank & Trust Co. "It 
could have a major impact in com- 
panies where they take it seriously." 
She predicts that the overtime pay 
change is a "legislative error" which 
will be overturned. 


Brann said labor union leaders havo 


sought to trade exemption for other 
legislative measures they are push- 
ing, in exchange for corrective over- 
time pay legislation. Pay increases 
for state workers, overtime pay for 
fire and police employes and public 


employe bargaining legislation are fa- 
vored labor measures, Brann said. 


AN AMENDMENT to an existing 


bill could be introduced in the Gen- 
eral Assembly this week to restore 
the former long-standing exemptions 
from Illinois minimum wage law, 
said Leonard Day, a state chamber 
labor relations specialist. If the law 
remains intact, "it could drive more 
employers out of Illinois than work- 
men's compensation and unemploy- 
ment compensation costs put togeth- 
er," he said. 


The U.S. Labor Dept. has developed 


categories of employes who are ex- 
empt from state minimum wage stan- 
dards, setting up separate pay sched- 
ules. A switch to state overtime pay 
for executives and professionals will 
mean expensive accounting changes, 
new record-keeping responsibilities 
and "prohibitively expensive" over- 
time pay costs, Day said. 


Day said the chamber's phones 


"haven't stopped ringing" since the 


new overtime pay provision was pub- 
licized last week. .He said the cham- 
ber advises employes not to change 
pay schedules until the Illinois Dept. 
of Labor announces new regulations 
under the law. 


The minimum wage bill was spon- 


sored by State Rep. Thomas Hanahan, 
D-McHenry, a perennial labor spokes- 
man. 


Brann said the chamber tried to- 


correct the omission of the federal 
pay exemption from the Minimum 
Wage Act "without fanfare because 
the heat of publicity could only in- 
crease the potential claims liability 
to employers." This effort failed due 
to labor union resistance, Brann said. 
Brann has asked the state labor de- 
partment for clarification of the new 
law. 


OPEC economists debate oil prices 


DOHA, Qatar (UPI) — Oil econo- 


mists 
studied 
technical 
problems 


Monday in preparation for a petro- 
leum summit that could raise the 
world's fuel bill by $12 billion or 
more. 


The economists and technical ex- 


perts conferred on recommendations 
to put before the ministers when the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries summit opens Wednesday. 


Officials said members of OPEC's 


economic commission discussed price 
differentials — the varying amounts 
charged for oil according to its sul- 
phur content, viscosity and distance 
from markets. 


THE STANDARD OPEC price of 


$11.51 for a barrel of 42 American gal- 
lons is based on Arabian light crude 
oil. If the oil ministers decide to raise 
the price by 10 per cent — the in- 


crease considered most likely — it 
would adad an estimated 12 billion to 
the world's annual bills, according to 
United States official figures. 


Disputes over differentials 
have 


threatened OPEC's unity. Some mem- 
bers have accused others of misusing 
the differential formula to undercut 
the posted OPEC price. 


Saudi Arabia, the world's third larg- 


est oil producer after the Soviet Union 
and the United States, is on record as 
wanting no more than a 10 per cent 
increase. 


O T H E R POWERFUL producers 


such as Iran, Venezuela and Kuwait 
have been demanding 15 per cent, and 
"hawks" like Iraq want 25 per cent. 
The price of oil already has multiplied 
five times since 1973, but the export- 
ing countries say a new Increase is 
needed to counter the effect of West- 


ern inflation on imported goods and 
services. 


Western European leaders warned 


that anything more than a moderate 
increase will stunt the economic re- 
covery needed to cut unemployment 
in the Common Market. 


Mindful of the kidnaping of OPEC 


ministers in Vienna a year ago, Qa- 
tar! took security measures unpreced- 
ented for this normally peaceful coun- 
try, which has only about 3,500 men in 
arms. 


Qatar (pronounced gutter), a bar- 


ren country about the size of Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island combined, 
is one of the Gulf states that has bene- 
fited from the boom in oil prices. 


Dow up 1 point in moderate trade 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The stock 


market registered a modest gain Mon- 
day in active trading on the New York 
Stock Exchange despite blue-chip 
profit-taking pressures as Investors 
awaited price action by Uie inter- 
national oil cartel.

Jackson Unit, a group which also claimed responsibility for the 
bombing of the Suffolk County Courthouse In Boston last April 22, 
which Injured more than 20 persons.

U.S. diplomat murdered 


An American diplomat who headed the Drug Enforcement Agen- 


cy in Colombia was murdered Montlw in his office in a branch of 
the U.S. embassy. An embassy spokesman Idcntifcd the victim as 
Octavlo Gonzalez. 33. whose last hometown was Hlalcah, Fla. The 
unidentified assailant was also shot and killed but embassy offi- 
cials said they did not know how he was shot. 


Tho Incident occurred in the 19th floor offices of DEA in a com- 


mercial building In downtown Bogota. The offices are considered 
part of the U.S. Embassy, but arc not located within the Embassy 
compound, Gonzalez was born in Havana, Cuba, and was a natu- 
ralized U.S. citizen. He had worked for the Drug Enforcement 
Agency In Bogota for four years. Embassy officials said. 


Socialists see Portugal win 


The Socialists' hopes for a significant victory rose Monday as 


late returns In Portugal's local government elections slowly In- 
creased their share of the national vote. Prime Minister Mario 
Scores said the vote was "an Indisputable victory" for the Social- 
ist party's decision to rule alone despite opposition calls for a 
coalition government. 


With 3.073 of the 4,035 villages and towns reporting, the Social- 


ists were well ahead with 33 M per cent of the vote. Party sources 
said most of the outstanding votes were from the generally con- 
servative north, but they could be offset by final tallies In Lisbon 
and the northern city of Oporto. 


Quake shakes North Italy 


A moderately strong earthquake shook north-central Italy Mon- 


day, damaging houses, churches and schools in Riva del Garda at 
the foot of the Alps and forcing families to seek shelter in requisi- 
tioned hotels. No Injuries were reported. 


The quake struck at 6:24 a.m. with a force of 4.5 on the open- 


ended Richtor scale of earthquake Intensity, the Geophysical Ob- 
servatory of Trieste said. It was preceded by a loud rumbling sound 
and officials said residents rushed from their homes into the pre- 
dawn cold as the tremor struck. Observatory scientists said the 
quake was centered under Mount Baldo, which forms the eastern 
shore of the glacier-formed Lake Garda. 


'Mormon will' of Hughes a fake? 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 12.5 


billion "Mormon will" of Howard 
Hughes may be a forgery concocted 
by Utah gasoline station attendant 
Mclvin Dummar which should be 
thrown out of court, an attorney who 
has pushed the document for months 
admitted Monday. 


Harold Rhoden told a Los Angeles 


Superior Court that he had received 
"reliable Information" that Dum- 
mar's fingerprint had been found on 
an envelope containing the purported 
will of the eccentric billionaire who 
died last April S while flying from 
Acapulco to Houston. 


Rhoden, a lawyer acting for execu- 


tor Noah Dietrich, a former Hughes 
aide, had been representing the will 
as probably authentic since it was 
found on a desk In the headquarters of 
the Mormon Church in Salt Lake City 
last April 29. 


DUMMAR 
WAS 
left 
l-16th of 


Hughes fortune — approximately $250 
million — In the will. He professed it 
to be a total surprise but recalled that 


he picked up a scruffy old man in the 
Nevada desert in 1963 who Identified 
himself as Hughes. He said he gave 
the man a quarter and forgot about It. 


A battle had been shaping up for 


Jan. 10 in Las Vegas, Nev., on wheth- 
er the "Mormon will" was genuine, 
with dozens of handwriting experts 
and others scheduled to testify. 


A government source in Carson 


City, Nev., said Monday tests had 
shown a fingerprint on the envelope 
belonged to Dummar. Other finger- 
prints of Dummar were said to have 
been found on a book called "Hoax" 
and a 1971 Life magazine article 
about Hughes checked out of Weber 
State College at Ogden, Utah, where 
Dummar was enrolled In early 1976. 


Rhoden said he would appear before 


Nevada district Judge Keith Hayes In 
Las Vegas Tuesday and present his 
information about the fingerprints. 


RHODEN SAID he would ask the 


matter be resolved quickly and that, 
if it was found that Dummar's finger- 
print was on the envelope, he would 


withdraw the will from probate and 
Dummar might be subject to criminal 
charges. 


The "Mormon will" was one of a 


score submitted after Hughes' death 
but it was the only one so far deemed 
sufficiently authentic to be placed in 
probate. 


If It Is thrown out, Hughes may be 


deemed to have died "intestate" — 
without a will — setting the stage for 
a battle for the estate, perhaps in 
Texas, among his relatives and the 
Summa Corp., which was the holding 
company handling his affairs.

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Young men are discovering suits

The wedding was in June. The 


bride's relatives are stilt beaming. 
Not about the bride's beauty or the 
bridegroom's nervousness but because 
of her younger brother Bobby's attire. 
They'd never seen the 14-year-old in a 
suit before. Bobby looked terrific. 


Although there always have been 


special occasion suits — suits for his 
first communion, his bar mitzvah. his 
high school graduation — this year 
tots of boys, teenagers and young men 
are dressing up without an occasion.. 
It's the tenor of the time, even If their 
voices are still changing. 


Norman Karr. the executive direc- 


tor of Men's Fashion Association of 
America, notes, "Prior to this lost 
Easter, stores started reporting tre- 
mendous interest In suits, jackets and 
slacks for youngsters. Apparently the 
kldi decided on this look without 
adult prompting. I have a hypothesis.' 
Alt the summer TV re-runs pictured 
detectives in three-piece vested suits. 
As Cltlicns of the Television World, 
lots of kids saw this 'new' way of 
dressing and liked It. Could it bo that 
Kojak is responsible for younger 
males dressing up?" 


WHATEVER THE reason, everyone 


approves. Especially makers of boys' 
and young men's tailored clothing. 
For them, the trend means nifty sales 
figures. At Calvin Clothes, one of the 
country's leading producers of boys 
wear, senior vice president Larry 
Abclson divulges there will be a SO 
per cent Increased volume within 
dress-up categories (suits, blazers, 
sports jackets and tailored trousers) 
for this season over last. 


Boys' clothing Is offered In sizes 


6-20. In Industry parlance, sizes 6-12 
arc called Junior, 13-20 arc Prep. 
There is little or no correlation be- 
tween size and age, sinco usually the 
size of n garment Is a couple years 
ahead of the boy's chronological ago: 
A boy of 12 seldom wears that slzo 
and may require a size H or 16. A 
Junior suit In the Calvin line averages 
about $57 retail; n Prep suit about 


$77. Designers labels from Cardln and 
John Weltz arc also marketed by Cal- 
vin with higher price tags. 


"The beginning of the dress-up ex- 


plosion coincided with the fast drop In 
popularity of the leisure suit," says 
Abclson. "Up lo a few years ago, 'ves- 
ted' was a dirty word In boyswcar. 
Now It's as Important for boys as for 
men." 


A SPOKESPERSON for J. P. Ste- 


vens, the textiles giant, also notes 
that fabrics like fine woolens, pre- 
viously presumed to have primarily 
adult appeal, are being used exten- 
s I v c I y In boyswcar, particularly 
among designer collections. 


With the rebirth of dressier clothing 


among young males, boys' dress 
shirts arc also enjoying on upsurge. 
Al l.evcnthal. vice president of sales 
for Van Hcujen Boyswcar, remarks, 
"Comparing our fourth quarter fall 
business this year to 1975, we've seen 
that the long sleeve shirt is now defi- 
nitely a dress-up business. Last year, 
about IS per cent of the quarter's or- 
ders were In dress shirts, 85 per cent 
in more casual prints. This year, the 
exact reverse — about 85 per cent in 
dress shirtings." 


The trend is not Isolated to the 


Northeast, as many critics suggest. In 
fact, most boysuenr manufacturers 
point to the rapid acceptance of dres- 
sier styles In the Heartland. 


REPRESENTATIVES of boyswcar 


buyers who arc pulsing the new flow 
of clothing is Betty Miller at The 
Union in Columbus, Ohio. She's proj- 
ecting a tn-is per cent Increase this 
year In tailored "classics" for boys. 
Ms. Miller remarks that this figure 
might have been higher, except that 
the specialty store's competitors have 
augmented their stocks this year. 
Last year they were very light while

Sinco there's not much excess 
fabric in boy's suits for letting out, 
it's better to buy a suit and have It 
altered to take up Uio slccvo length 
and the scat of the pants, which can 
be let out later. On the other hand, a 
tight 
fit should always be dis- 


couraged. Interestingly, we're finding 
that a lot of mature but small men 
arc shopping our deportment for prop- 
er fit and price advantage." 


UNFORTUNATELY, 
depending 


upon a boy's or young man's build, 
the price advantage may not corre- 
spond to (liability. Generally, in a 
sports jacket or suit coat, adding 16 
Inches to the sizes determines the 
chest size of the garment. For ex- 
ample, a boy's slzo 16 has a 32-Inch 
chest expanse; a size 18 has a 34-Inch 
chest measurement. In pant sizes, no 
easy formula exists, but slzo 16 trou- 
sers have 27 and one-half-inch waists, 
while slzo 18 has 18 and one-half 
inches. 


For some physiques, this "drop" — 


the differential between chest and 
waist — Is too meager. This fit prob- 
lem, combined with pricing consid- 
erations, has led Pierre Cardin to In- 
troduce a new line of clothing called 
the Avant Garde collection. The de- 
signer's most Inexpensive suiting line 
for men (about $135 for a single- 
breasted, vested model), the suits 
have an eight-Inch drop. A size 33 (for 
the chest) has a 28-Inch waist on the 
trousers.

Richard, chairman of the talks, will 
announce a fresh start for the new 
year. 


British officials defended the results 


of the conference, which has lasted 
nearly eight»wecks since delegates 
gathered late in October. 


THEY SAID the talks were not a 


failure, because they brought black 
and while opponents to the negotiating 
table to give their positions on Rho- 
desia's transition plan from white mi- 
nority to black majority rule. 


"Wo also have a deadline (or major- 


ity rule, which Is March 1, 1978," one 
British official said. 


Richard met black delegates in prl- 


vato talks Monday, but they discussed 
only the details and location of the 
talkV second session 
The British 


chairman held a final meeting Sunday 
with Ian Smith, tho white regime's 


prime minister. 


Conference officials said Richard 


would recess the conference Tuesday 
and set the second phase "towards 
the end of January " Geneva Is the 
likeliest site, although Nairobi re- 
mains a possibility.

I have been trained to lake my nun blood pressure and con- 


ftUtenlly gel normal readings. Aim, over the past »cveral years I 
liavr lieen examined hy lour different doctors who tell me that I 
am In excellent health and not In unrry about this reaction. 


llnweser. I have been refuted employment for a job that I want- 


ed because the doctor who gave me llie pre-cmploymcnt physical 
won III not accept the statement of any previous doctor. He stated 
that I had "essential hypertension." 


I am due for a complete checkup, hut do not have a physician In 


the community where I now reside. How do I convince a new (to 
me) doctor, or .1 doctor who gives me an employment or Insurance 
ph)ilcat of the true nature of this condition without seeming to lie 
uncooperative? I cannot afford to take the hospllallzation tests 
again and again which I have already token several limes before. 
Your advice on this matter would be grcally appreciated. 


You do have a problem. Your condition Is properly called "vas- 


cular hyper reactor" not essential hypertension. The difference is, 
in you have described your case, high readings under stress and 
normal readings under normal circumstances. There is no good 
evidence that Individuals who arc vascular hyper reactors have a 
significantly Increased rate of persistent high blood pressure later 
in life. 


I would suggest that you keep a log of your blood pressure on 


arising and again In the evening when getting ready for bed. With 
your knowledge of your case and your record your new doctor will 
probably understand. After you get to know him well enough you 
may stop having this reflex reaction to office blood pressure read- 
Ings. 


Too often people with your response get put on high blood pres- 


sure medicines that they should not be taking. Medicine to lower 
your blood pressure when It is already normal Is not helpful to say 
the least. 


Sometimes a person can demonstrate normal blood pressure by 


simply relaxing In the examining room for awhile and letting the 
nurse lake the pressure at Intervals until you have settled down. 


The Insurance companies and employment examinations are an- 


other problem. The best you can do Is present them with your 
other medical records or a statement from your doctor documen- 
latlng your normal pressures and normal test results. 


If this falls I would suggest asking your doctor to refer you to a 


well-known medical center to sec a specialist in cardiology who 
hai n well-known name. A consultation with such an Individual 
and n record of his findings will be hard for a person of lesser 
professional stature to dispute. 


Most Insurance companies and potential employers would accept 


such n record — particularly If documenting records are offered if 
needed — such as test results, electrocardiograms and X-rays. 


Be sure and stop drinking caffeine-containing drinks such as 


coffee and tea before any examination. To give you more Informa- 
tion on blood pressure I am sending you The Health Letter number 
l-n.

Fruit fly invasion 
demands insecticide 


Dear Dorothy: Hope you can help counteract an Insect invasion 


we're having. Thry resemble tiny house flics and move very 
quickly. They're particularly evident in the kitchen around the 
sink ami the window-sills and on the windows In other rooms. Do 
you have any Idea what they are and how lo get rid of them? — 
Paulino Scobec 


They sound like fruit flics and, once they get Into a home, they 


multiply so fast you can be overwhelmed. We had one such In- 
vasion, but there were still strong Insecticides available so we got 
rid of them. At last check, USDA recommended DDVP, guthlon, 
pyrcthrlns, malathlon or diazinon. Sec if you can still get diazinon. 
It has more residual quality than the others. The most important 
thing Is to get those that hatch after sprp.vlng. You have to spray 
every area In contact with water — toilet bowls, bathrooms, win- 
dows and sills, basement drains,-closet windows, anywhere they've 
been seen. It will take at least two sprayings. 


Dear Dorothy: How do you substitute cooking oil for shortening 


In baking? Is it one to one? — Charlotte D. Davis 


I can't recommend the effort. Good cooks say that they never 


substitute oil for solid shortening; indeed, use oil In baking only 
when It Is listed as one of the Ingredients. They say it is far more 
complicated than any one-to-one switch; that depending on what's 
being prepared, the whole list of ingredients might have to be 
changed. I suggest forgetting the Idea. 


Dear Dorothy: Your fans might enjoy this hint which a relative 


passed along. Add a little dry or scmiswcct wine to the drippings 
in the pan in which you arc roasting cither chicken or turkey — In 
the last 43 minutes. The alcohol evaporates, but the flavor that's 
left makes the gravy special. — Barbara Logan

The Santa Claus myth 
Is it good or bad for children? 


by DALE SINGER 


What's the difference between be- 


lieving in Santa Claus and wishing on 
a star? 


Child psychiatrist Dr. Moisy Shop- 


per says wishing on a star gives a 
child a sense of omnipotence and 
helps him work through his problems 
with flights of fantasy, even though he 
eventually learns all wishes do not 
come true. 


But if the question of Santa Claus is 


handled poorly, Shopper said, Christ- 
mas can turn Into a gift-giving extra- 
vaganza in which the size of a present 
becomes more important than the gift 
Itself. 


Shopper, an associate clinical pro- 


fessor of child psychiatry at St. Louis 
University, said there is no inherent 
reason a family should include Santa 
Claus in its Christmas. It's more a 
matter of tradition. 


"EACH FAMILY has Its own tradi- 


tions and if parents grew up with it 
and had a good experience, they 
should use what was favorable from 
their own past. 


" B u t many families celebrate 


Christmas perfectly well without San- 
ta Claus, which is becoming much too 
supported by commercial interests. 
It's like a Christmas tree. There's 
nothing inherently beneficial or not 
beneficial; it's Important within the 
family's tradition." 


Shopper disagrees with the theory 


that a child who Is told about Santa 
when he Is young but finds out the 
truth when he Is older becomes dis- 
illusioned with everything his parents 
have to say. 


"The sense of betrayal is not large. 


The child can understand it was all a 
part of make-believe, and he is 
pleased to feel he is old enough to 
know the truth. He feels a sense of, 
'Look what I know.' 


"IT'S JUST like when he learns to 


read or count to 100. He is proud of 
what he has learned — he's not re- 
sentful that no one taught him soon- 
er." 


He said more dangerous aspects of 


Santa Claus lie in perpetuating the 
myth beyond the time a child really 


believes it and making the fat man in 
the red suit a symbol for the greed 
and commercialism of the holiday 
season. 


"In most families the myth of Santa 


Claus dies a natural death when a 
child gets older and realizes it is real- 
ly Grandfather or Uncle AI dressed up 
in a suit. He sees it has been a nice 
deception. 


"Other families seem to favor chil- 


dren not growing up and want to per- 
petuate the myth. A child will say, 
'No more of this Santa Claus busi- 
ness,' but the parents insist the pres- 
ents came from Santa, they had 
nothing to do with them. 


"THIS IS FORCED immaturity. 


They don't want their 'children to 
grow up " 


Seeing Santas all over town encour- 


ages a child to ask for everything he 
wants, Shopper said, and sets up 
hopes that a parent either cannot or 
should not fulfill. A child who thinks 
his gifts come from Santa may not 
gain a proper appreciation of parental 
love and sacrifice. 


Shopper also cautions parents who 


use Santa as a threat or a behavior 
watchdog, making a list and checking 
it twice. 


"In most cases you want the child 


to do what you want because he loves 
and respects you, not because you will 
give him a lollipop. 


"If he is only good when you give 


him M and Ms, you better have a big 
stack of M and Ms handy. Then you 
don't need parents — all you need are 
the M and Ms."

ATLANTA— President-elect Jimmy 


Carter Monday slated an announce- 
ment today of two cabinet nomi- 
nations and summoned controversial 
former Labor Sec. John Dunlop for a 
Job Interview. 


United Press International reported 


that W. Michael Blumenthal, chair- 
man of Bendbc Corp., was almost a 
certainty to become treasury secre- 
tary. Other reports said Jane Cahlll 
Pfclffer, a former vlco president of 
the IBM Corp., Is expected to become 
secretary of commerce. 


Press Sec. Jody Powell, however, 


refused to confirm the Blumenthal 
•nd Pfelffer reports. 


POWELL, AT A briefing, said, "As 


late as this morning, Gov. Carter had 
informed no one of these appoint- 
ments or any others." 


"Any speculation was not based on 


direct knowledge," Powell said. 


Carter also had meetings Monday 


with Sen. James 0. Eastland, D-Mlss., 
chairman of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, and U.S. District Judge 
Frank Johnson, an Elsenhower ap- 
pointee whose Integration rulings had 
a major Impact on Alabama. 


Dunlop, a Harvard professor and 


former member of the Ford adminis- 
tration, has been supported for his old 
Job by the unions but opposed by 
women's groups critical of his lack of

ASKED WHETHER Carter

plied, "I assume he's aware of the 
ones published in the papers."

Society Tuesday at 1:30 p.m. Powell 
also said that Carter "very likely" 
would announce two more cabinet lev- 
el appointments Thursday at his home 
town In Plains, Ga.

Donald R. Smith uas surprised

The move was the latest and possi-

It left 
Walker without the chance to name 
one of his followers to replace Dixon. 


"No comment" was all one of the 


governor's press aides said. 


THE SO-YEAR-OLD Villa Park na- 


tive, who serves as Dbton's chief fis- 
cal officer, was quick to say he will 
run a caretaker operation for the next 
two years. 


"I will not seek election to this post. 


I will make no major changes in the 
personnel or Investment policies of 
the office, and I hope that whoever 
wins election in 1978 will be pleased 
with my work and ask me to stay 
on," Smith said. 


A Republican who once served as 


treasurer and county board member 
In DuPago County, Smith said he did 
not feel uncomfortable about the con- 
troversy surrounding the appoint- 
ment. 


"Alan (Dixon) Is very close to the 


operation of this office and I think he 
was concerned about his successor," 
Smith said. 


DIXON SAID he did the right thing 


in leaving the appointment to Thomp- 
son. 


"If I wanted to Influence the choice 


of my successor, this was the only 
thing open to me," Dixon said. He 
said he met with Walker on Saturday 
and the governor told Dixon that he 
should resign before his term expires. 


"He said, 'Alan, I think you should 


resign and I will name your succes- 
sor,' " Dlxon sold of his conversation 
with Walker. 


The governor had rejected Dlxon's 


f i r s t s u g g e s t i o n that Joseph 
McMahon, another top aide, be named 
to the position. Walker has hinted he 


would name a political ally to the

Crime reported at 73% 
of U.S. schools: survey 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Almost 73 


per cent of the nation's junior and se- 
nior high schools reported a crime to 
pollco during a recent five-month pe- 
riod, a Dept. of Health, Education and 
Welfare Monday report said. 


Burglary was tho most commonly 


reported crime in junior, senior and 
elementary schools, Including private 
schools. 


But nearly 16 per cent of the junior 


and senior high schools — including 
those In nonurban areas — reported a 
bomb threat between Sept. I, 1974, 
and Jon. at, 1975. 


THE DEPARTMENT, In the first 


national sample over done on school 
violence, found nearly 73 per cent of 
junior and senior high schools and 42 
per cent of elementary Institutions re- 
ported some type of crime to police 
during that period. 


The study, based on questions put to 


8.000 schools In 4,000 school systems, 
showed the most commonly reported 
crimes were burglary, personal theft, 
drug abuse, disorderly conduct, nv 
sault, bomb threats or use of ex- 
plosive devices, alcohol abuse, weap- 
ons offenses, arson, robbery and rape. 


While bomb threats were reported 


by only 3 per cent of elementary 
schools, the study showed, 1576 per 
cent of junior and senior high schools 
reported one or more threats of ex- 
plosives. 


The study said Inner city schools 


were most likely to have reported 
"use of, or threat to use" explosives, 
but there were exceptions to the na- 
tional pattern. In Arizona, for In- 
stance, nonmctropo!ltan schools were 
more likely to have reported a 
"bomb" offense. In California, metro- 
politan schools outside tho central city 
topped the "bomb" reporting list. 


THE SURVEY was taken for Con- 


Itress, but will be correlated with re- 
search by the National Institute of 
Education before a final report is sent 
to Capitol Hill In August. 


Jr. high crime less here: 
officials 


Area high school officials say they 


have reported some typo of crime to 
police since September, but junior 
high school administrators said that 
school violence is less this year than 
In tho past. 


The officials agreed with a report 


from the Dcpt. of Health, Education 
and Welfare that theft and drug abuse 
were among the most common viola- 
tions reported to police. 


Officials of four high schools say 


they have received bomb threats 
since school began, but no bombs 
were found. The schools that had 
threats were Maine East High School 
in Park Ridge, Maine West High 
School in DCS Plolncs, Arlington High 
School In Arlington Heights and Pala- 
tine High School In Palatine. 


Administrators say high schools and 


particularly junior highs received 
more bomb threats last year than this 
jciir. Junior high school administrat- 
ors say they are having a quiet year 
concerning school violence In general, 
and some crcdie tighter security mea- 
sures for tho decreasing crime. 


"WE'RK HAVING tho best year In 


this regard In some time," said 
George McKown, principal of Winston 
Park Junior High In Palatine. "This 
is tho lowest level we've had" of 
school violence In the four years he 
has been at Winston Park, McKown 
said. "We haven't had a single drug 
offense and we've had no break-ins." 


John Tofano. principal of Dempster 


Junior High School In Mount Pros- 
pect, agreed that "It's been a relative- 
ly quiet year." There have been no 
bomb threats or burglaries at Demps- 
ter since September, and the only 
vandalism has been $50 In broken win- 
dows and chrome inscriptions being 
taken off cars in tho parking lot, To- 


fano said. 


"We used to have quite a few bomb 


scares, but not now, thank God," said 
Addams Junior High School Principal 
William Litwltz. Only one theft has 
been reported 
to police at 
the 


Schaumburg school — a case of a stu- 
dent stealing from other students and 
teachers, 


High school administrators inter- 


viewed all said they had reported 
some type of crime to the police this 
year, ranging from a stolen television 
set to drug possession. But they said 
it was an ordinary year In this re- 
gard. 


A R E A ADMINISTRATORS said 


they probably report more often to 
the police than many high schools sur- 
veyed by HEW because they have 
full-time police counselors working In 
each building. 


"We encourage the kids to report 


any violation of Die law to the police 
counselor," sold Gary Tjarks, assist- 
ant principal at Forest View High 
School In Arlington Heights. 


"Having a police counselor In the 


building who knows how to handle 
kids mokes It easier (0 refer students 
to the police," Tjarks sold. "Tho 
counselor Is looking for solutions rath- 
er than arrests." 


Petty thefts from the locker room 


average one every two weeks at Ar- 
lington High School, said assistant 
principal William Powell. Powell said 
the school experienced some major 
and minor vandalism as well-as three 
cases of students under the influence 
of alcohol. 


"That figure should be 100 per 


cent," he said, referring to HEW's re- 
port that 73 per cent of the schools 
have reported a crime to the police. 
"No school Is that dean" to have not 
had something to report, he said.

from Utah who Is the only announced 
candidate for too GOP chairmanship. 
Richards was another top Reagan 
campaign adviser. 


While Williamson did not rule out 


an effort by Crane to capture the 
chairmanship, Williamson said party 
rules make the position a full-time 
job. 


"I think he Mould need some sort of 


exemption of the rules to hold the 
post, but I think you wiU see Phil 
Crane In some sort of major RNC 
leadership position In 1977," Williams- 
on said. 


He said Crane has no plans at this 


time to get involved In any effort 
to begin a new major third party In 
the country. 


"HE FEELS A commitment to the 


Republican Party and has avoided 
any effort other than the party," Wil- 
liamson said. 


He said Crane did not attend the 


w e e k e n d gathering of the Con- 
servative Caucus for that reason. 
Whilo caucus leaders did not an- 
nounce plans for starting a new third 
party, several reliable sources said

Crane headed Reagan's

campaign In the primary and worked 
around the country for the Callfor- 
nlan. Crane dropped his support for 
Reagan briefly during the Republican 
National Convention in an unsuccess- 
ful effort to get U.S. Sen. James 
Buckley, R-N.Y., to seek the presiden- 
tial nomination. Buckley declined to 
make the bid and Crane returned his 
support to Reagan. 


Republican leaders will select a re- 


placement for outgoing chairman 
Mary Louise Smith in mid-January. 
Besides Richards, former Texas Gov. 
John Connolly and retiring Defense 
Sec. Donald Rumsfeld have been men- 
tioned as replacement. Some Midwes- 
tern leaders have suggested former Il- 
linois Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie make a 
bid for the post. Ogilvie headed Presi- 
dent Ford's campaign committee In 
Illinois.

"The effect, besides limiting girls' options, would be to dramati- 


cally reduce girls' use of coveted facilities." 


Under the proposal, girls arc offered 12 sports programs, while 


boys can choose from among 11. But only two sports, basketball 
and bowling, are offered for girls during the winter. Boys arc 
offered four winter sports — basketball, swimming, wrestling and 
gymnastics. 


Federal taw requires that there is equal access to sports facil- 


ities for both sexes.

English Is spoken by moro people — around 400 


million — than any other language, except Chinese. 
For about 250 million persons, English Is their native 
tongue, and several hundred million more speak 
English as well as their native language, or at least 
well enough for basic communication. 


The number of words In the English language will 


always fluctuate. New words are born as rapidly as 
technology advances and every year moro words are 
"borrowed" from other languages. 


Of course, no one person knows all 600,000 words. 


In fact, It Is safe to estimate that few people know 


half of the nontechnical words, and no one uses even 
a fourth of these in everyday speech. 


Surprisingly, our vocabulary develops rapidly dur- 


ing our childhood years, tapering off drastically the 
older we get. The average adult has a vocabulary 
barely one and a half times as large as a child of 10. 
Typical chidren of this age know the meanings of 
about 33,000 different terms, having learned about 
5,000 each year since age 6. Adults, however, gener- 
ally increase their vocabulary by only about SO 
words a year. 


Everyone has two kinds of vocabulary. The words 


we uso In speaking or writing form our "active" or 
"use" vocabulary. The words we understand upon 
hearing or reading form our "passive" or "recogni- 
tion" vocabulary. Generally, Americans have an ac- 
tive vocabulary of between 6,000 and 10,000 words, 


whereas their passive vocabulary Is around four 
times this number. 


Of course, these figures vary tremendously, de- 


pending on factors such as education and reading 
and writing habits. Another all-important factor is 
how actively a person tries to build his vocabulary. 


True students of the language constantly consult 


dictionaries and encyclopedias, as well as books 
specifically designed to Increase word power. Cross- 
word puzzles, Scrabble and other word games also 
are helpful vocabulary builders.

Chicago water hike 


DCS Plaines and 25 other municipal- 


ities that buy water from Chicago 
came out in opposition Monday night 
to a 21 per cent water rate Increase 
that is to take effect Jan. 1. 


Although officials who gathered at 


tltc South Suburban Oak Lawn Munici- 
pal Building did not vote to move 
ahead with legal action against Chi- 
cago to prevent the increase, many 
said they believed the municipalities 
would support such a move.

Ex-area 
man jailed, 
trial soon 


Three months after his arrest in 


Massachusetts, a former Elk Grove 
Village man waits in a Rhode Island 
jail to answer charges ranging from 
unlawful restraint to murder. 


Robert Edward Williams Jr., 23, a 


convicted cat burglar who robbed 
Northwest suburban apartments in 
1974, awaits trial at the Adult Correc- 
tional Institute in Cranston, R.I., for 
the attempted murder of a Rhode Is- 
land state trooper. 


A Rhode Island State Police spokes- 


man sold Williams' court date, set by 
a revolving calendar, will come up by 
mid-February. 


AFTEIt WILLIAMS' case is handled 


in Rhode Island, arraignment hear- 
ings will be held on California charges 
for the abduction and apparent slay- 
ing of a wealthy Sherman, Calif, 
woman; and charges in Schaumburg 
for the April 12 abduction of an Itosca 
woman and attempted armed robbery 
of a Woodfleld gift shop. 


Glcncoo police also arc seeking Wil- 


liams for the abduction of a Glencoe 
woman April 15, In which Williams al- 
legedly forced her to withdraw $6,000 
from her bank account. 


The Itasca and Glencoe women both 


were released unharmed. 


Williams was arrested Sept. 17, two 


days after he allegedly shot and 
wounded a Rhode Island trooper who 
-stopped him for speeding. Police 
caught up with Williams at a Chelsea, 
Mass, apartment, where he was be- 
lieved to be staying with a girlfriend. 
A Shootout followed, in which Wil- 
liams was wounded twice In the abdo- 
men. 


P O L I C E APPREHENDED Wil- 


liams and rushed him to a Boston hos- 
pital, where he underwent emergency 
surgery^ After his recovery, he was 
transferred to the Rhode Island jail to 
await trial. 


A Providence County grand jury in- 


dicted Williams Oct. 1 for assault with 
intent to murder, assault with a dan- 
gerous weapon, possession of firearms 
after conviction on a crime of vio- 
lence, and two counts of larceny with 
a firearm. 


Williams, who is being held without 


bail in Rhode Island, was captured by 
Mount Prospect police in June 1974, 
charged and found guilty of the cat 
burglaries of apartments in Mount 
Prospect, Elk Grove Village, Rolling 
Meadows and Arlington Heights.

imum of $100,000. 


Blase said the suburbs arc being 


improperly charged for water and 
that Iie-Jjclicvcs that legal action is 
the only alternative to stop the latest 
increase. 


THE RATES BEING charged by 


the city, he said, not only cover the 


cost of the water, but also the cost of 
maintaining the Chicago fire hy- 
drants, free water given to hospitals 
and other institutions in the city and 
other services that benefit only Chi- 
cago residents. 


"What we have is an attempt by the

Gilmore has right to die: Supreme Court 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - The 


U.S. Supreme Court ruled Monday 
that condemned l.lllur Gary Gilmore 
had the right to die before a Utah fir- 
ing squad In the nation's first execu- 
tion since 1967. 


Gilmore showed "no real reaction" 


when Informed of the high court's 5-4 
decision by Utah State Prison Warden 
Sam Smith, but the slayer's lawyer 
said "if* what he wanted, 1 think 
he'll be happy about It." 


However, attorney Robert Moody 


said Gilmore had no intention o( with- 
drawing a petition seeking to have the 
death penalty tossed out on grounds 
the stale did not execute him within a 
60-day time limit. 


And a lawyer for two other men on 


Utah's Death Row said the high court 
ruling would not end legal attempts to 
prevent their execution. 


THE COURT lifted Its stay of the 


a d m i t t e d slayer's execution on 


grounds Gilmore had "made a know- 
ing and intelligent waiver" of his fed- 
eral rights to appeal his death sen- 
tence. 


The action returned the case to 


Utah's jurisdiction. Fourth District 
Judge J. Robert Bullock must set an- 
other execution date for the con- 
demned man — his third. 


Utah County Attorney's office said 


it would prepare the paperwork today 
asking the judge to schedule a hear- 


ing for the setting of a new death 
date. 


Warden Smith phoned Gilmore in 


his isolated cell in the hospital in- 
firmary and notified him of the 
court's decision. 


"I don't know that there was any 


reaction," the warden said. "He just 
accepted it. There was no real reac- 
tion." 


PROMISES OF further legal action 


to block the execution came from 


Moody, who said the court's ruling 
brings the petition seeking to have the 
death sentence abrogated "to the fore- 
front," and from Robert Van Sclvcr, 
who represents two other condemned 
men. 


Van Sciver said he would (ile a civil 


rights suit in federal court this week 
contending that Gilmore's execution 
would prejudice his clients' appeals 
by making the Utah courts reluctant 
to overturn a capital punishment law 
that had been used. 


A hearing was already, scheduled in 


Fourth District Court Wednesday on 
'the scheduling of a first-degree mur- 
der trial for Gilmore- in a second slay- 
ing last summer in the Provo, Utah, 
area. The condemned man has admit- 
ted the killing of Max D. Jensen, 24, 
during a gas station robbery.

While Lyndon was 
winning the presidency in 1964 by the greatest landslide in history-, 
Sam was drying out in the drunk ward of a South Carolina hospi- 
tal. Besides this he gambled, womanized and reportedly passed at 
least one bad check. 


Yes, Sam was fun copy. Particularly when he was accused by a 


congressman of using a White House credit card to take personal 
journeys. And also when he and a divorcee landed in a Mexican 
jail for reasons still unclear. Poor Lyndon; at various times dur- 
ing his administration he would not speak to his brother at all. 


Then, during the Nixon regime, there was brother Donald. He 


was not so earthy a story as was Sam Johnson, but he had his 
fascinations. Once, for example, he used a $13,000 piece of proper- 
ty lo secure a $205,000 loan from recluse Howard Hughes: skeptics 
said Donald's more tangible collateral was his kinship to the presi- 
dent.

Gilmore has right to die: Supreme Court 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - The 


U.S. Supreme Court ruled Monday 
that condemned killer Gary Gilmore 
had the right to die before a Utah fir- 
ing squad In the nation's first execu- 
tion since 1067. 


Gilmore showed "no real reaction" 


when informed of the high court's 5-4 
decision by Utah State Prison Warden 
Sam Smith, but the slayer's lawyer 
»ald "It's what he wonted, I think 
hc'U bo happy about It." 


However, attorney Robert Moody 


said Gilmore had no Intention of with- 
drawing a petition seeking to have the 
death penalty tossed out on grounds 
the state did not execute him within a 
60-day time limit. 


And a lawyer for two other men on 


Utah's Death Row said the high court 
ruling would not end legal attempts to 
prevent their execution. 


THE COURT lifted it* stay of the 


a d m i t t e d slayer's execution on 


grounds Gilmore had "made a know- 
ing and intelligent waiver" of his fed- 
eral rights to appeal his death sen- 
tence. 


The action returned the case to 


Utah's jurisdiction. Fourth District 
Judge J. Robert Bullock must set an- 
other execution date for the con- 
demned man — his third. 


Utah County Attorney's office said 


it would prepare the paperwork today 
asking the judge to schedule a bear- 


ing for the setting of a new death 
date. 


Warden Smith phoned Gilmore in 


his Isolated cell In the hospital in- 
firmary and notified 
him of the 


court's decision. 


"I don't know that there was any 


reaction," the warden said. "He just 
accepted It. There was no real reac- 
tion." 


PRO.MISES OF further legal action 


lo block the execution came from 


Moody, who said the court's ruling 
brings the petition seeking to have the 
death sentence abrogated "to the fore- 
front," and from Robert Van Sciver, 
who represents two other condemned 
men. 


Van Sciver said he would file a civil 


rights suit in federal court this week 
contending that Gilmore's execution 
•would prejudice his clients' appeals . 
by making the Utah courts reluctant 
to overturn a capital punishment law 
that had been used. 


A hearing was already scheduled in 


Fourth District Court Wednesday on 
the scheduling of a first-degree mur- 
der trial for Gilmore in a second slay- 
ing last summer in the Provo, Utah, 
area. The condemned man has admit- 
ted the killing of Max D. Jensen, 24, 
during a gas station robbery. 


He was ordered shot by a firing 


squad for the slaying of Bennie Bush- 
nell, 26, a motel clerk slain in a hold- 
up one night after Jensen's death.

More than 12 million Americans 


served In tho U.S. Armed Force* In 
World War II, so It's probably safe to 
say there are at least that many old 
war stories still circulating. 


But most persons haven't heard too

After the ceremony, Archbishop Jo- 


seph L. Bcrnardln of Cincinnati, head 
of the nation's Roman Catholic bish- 
ops, said the ceremony "by itself docs 
not regularize their marital status In 
the eyes of the church." Dozler said 
his ceremony was aimed at winning 
back inactive Catholics, not divorced 
and excommunicated persons. 


For such a ceremony to be offered 


in this area, It would have to be au- 
thorized by John Cardinal Cody of the 
Chicago Archdiocese. 


"I'm sure he's aware of the Mem- 


phis ceremony and is reviewing tho 
matter," Coughlin said. "But he's not 
asked me to arrange such an occa- 
sion. I think before he were to take 
such an action, ho would ask every 
bishop In the conference his opinion 
and seek their approval." 


"I DON'T THINK It's a bad mea- 


sure, myself," Murphy said. "If a di- 
vorced and remarried Catholic were 
to take part in a mass forgiveness 
rite, It might allow him to go back to 


the sacraments. I also think the new, 
revised reconciliation (confession) 
rlto might eventually allow the di- 
vorced Catholic to go back to the sac- 
raments." 


The Rev. Brian Simpson of St. Col-

Greyhound plans bus stop in Elk Grove 


Greyhound buses may be stopping 


in the Northwest suburbs by March, 
but tho bus company says it's looking 
for packages, not passengers. 


Tho firm plans to open n depot at 


an office-warehouse complex at 2202 
Landmcler Rd. In the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Industrial park. Greyhound's 
nearest stations now are in Elgin, 
Northbrook, Skokio and Jefferson 
Park in Chicago. 


Regional sales director Robert J. 


Wallace said the new station would In- 
clude a small waiting room for pas- 
sengers, "but wo don't feel the pas- 
senger traffic will be too high. 


"THERE'LL BE A place where 


you can park your car while you buy 
a ticket, of course, but there won't bo 
any long-term storage If you want to 
park your car while you go for a bus 
ride." he added. "And tho schedule 
won't be conducive to commuting. 


"We're going In there to make It 


more convenient for our commercial 
accounts," Wallace said. "We'll pick 
up passengers, too, but we don't ex- 
pect many." 


Greyhound buses now travel the 


nearby Northwest Tollway, and 
"three to five" of them will be diver- 
ted to the Elk Grove Village stop each 
day, Wallace said. 


Passengers who board the buses In 


Elk Grove Village can make direct 
connections to Rockford and Madison, 
Wis., on the outbound buses. Inbound 
passengers can connect with buses to 
Milwaukee at Jefferson Park, Chi- 
cago, or "to anywhere in the U.S." at 
the Greyhound Chicago terminal, 
Wallace said. 


THE COMPANY has yet to develop 


a firm schedule, he added, but ex- 
pects to schedule Its Elk Grove Vil- 
lage stops between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. 
daily. 


More than 3 million pounds of 


freight is shipped in and out of the 
Industrial park each month, said E. 
Stanley Klybcr of the Elk Grove Assn.

in small packages "because we have 
a lot of distributorships."

wants, Wallace said. "Our customers 
now have to go to Northlakc to put 
a package on the bus.

were the Himalaya Mountains, which 
some Hump pilots refer to as "the 
Great Aluminum Trail" because the 
wreckage of so many planes could be 
seen as they flew over them.

Richard, chairman of tho talks, will 
announce a fresh start for tho new 
year. 


British officials defended the results 


of tho conference, which has lasted 
nearly eight weeks since delegates 
gathered late In October. 


THEY SAID tho talks were not a 


failure, because they brought black 
and white opponents to the negotiating 
table to glvo their positions on Rho- 
desia's transition plan from white mi- 
nority to black majority rule. 


"We also have a deadline for major- 


ity rule, which is March 1, 1078," one 
British official said. 


Richard met black delegates in pri- 


vate talks Monday, but they discussed 
only tho details and location of the 
talks' second session. Tho British 
chairman held a final meeting Sunday 
with Ian Smith, tho white regime's 
prime minister. 


Conference officials said Richard 


would recess the conference Tuesday 
and set the second phase "towards 
tho end of January." Geneva Is the 
likeliest site, although Nairobi re- 
mains a possibility.

The re- 
sults were presented Monday to the 
Dist. 96 Board of Education. 


About 100 eighth graders in Dist. ai 


look the test in May to help Stevenson 
determine the reading and language 
level of new students. Stevenson also 
serves students from other Vernon 
Township communities. 


THE STUDENTS were given crite- 


rion-referenced tests, which measure 
a student's ability to meet certain ob- 
jectives. 


The test scores report what per- 


centage of students in the eighth 
grade can achieve skills such as com- 
pleting 
word analogies, selecting 


proper punctuation and identifying 
cause-and-effect relationships. 


Twin Groves students scored be- 


tween 2 and 14 percentage points 
higher on most questions than the av- 
erage of all students taking the test. 
On 12 of the 70 questions Twin Groves' 
students scored equal to or between 1 
and 6 points below the average. 


Dist. 96 students achieved between 


50 and 97 per cent of most skills test- 
ed, that is, at least half of the stu- 
dents were able to accomplish a cer- 
tain achievement goal. 


SUPT. WILLIAM Hitzeman said the 


test results show "We're doing at 
least as well in many areas, if not 
better in others," than other schools 
which feed into Stevenson. 


The test results will help Dist. 98 


identify the "areas in which we have 
strength and the areas In which we 
have weaknesses," Hitzeman said. 
"The information will be shared with 
the high school so they know where 
they are." 


The 
criterion-referenced 
tests, 


which the district used for the first 
time last year, will be used to eval- 
uate the curriculum and teaching 
methods rather than Individual stu- 
dent performance, Hitzeman >>aid. 
The district will continue to use stan- 
dardized tests to measure student 
achievement, he said. 


The test was based on a document 


prepared by Stevenson and its feeder 
schools. The document outlined what 
subjects the high school expects fresh- 
men to be prepared in, Larry Shafer, 
Twin Groves principal, said. 


Priests discuss general absolution rite 


Although the "downtown 
office" 


says a forgiveness rite would not al- 
low excommunicated Catholics to re- 
c e I v c communion, an Arlington 
Heights priest says many already do. 


Tho Rev. Daniel Coughlin of the 


Chicago Archdiocese agrees with na- 
tional church officials that the rarely 
performed rile of general absolution 
— offered to more than 12,000 Catho- 
lics In Memphis, Tcnn., last week — 
will not change the official status of 
any Catholic excommunicated after a 
divorce and remarriage. 


But the Rev. Hal Murphy, associate 


pastor of St. James Church, 841 N. 
Arlington 
Heights ltd.. Arlington 


Heights, said many divorced and re- 
married Catholics have returned to 
the sacraments quietly on their own. 


"It would be silly to say they 


don't," he said. "The priest has no 
way of checking to see who has been 
divorced when he distributes commu- 
nion, and I'd guess there are many 
divorced people who feel in thefcr con- 
science that they are doing the right 
thing." 


THE IIITE of general absolution, 


usually reserved for soldiers going 
into battle, was offered to thousands 
of Catholics by Memphis Bishop Car- 
roll T. Dozicr. Following the general 
confession, the participants received 
holy communion, a sacrament denied 
Catholics who have divorced and re- 
married. 


After the ceremony, Archbishop Jo- 


soph L. Bernardin of Cincinnati, head 
of the nation's Roman Catholic bish- 
ops, said the ceremony "by itself does 
not regularize their marital status in 
the eyes of the church." Dozier said 
his ceremony was aimed at winning 
back Inactive Catholics, not divorced 
and excommunicated persons. 


For such a ceremony to be offered 


in this area, it would have to be au- 
thorized by John Cardinal Cody of the 
Chicago Archdiocese. 


"I'm sure he's aware of the Mem- 


phis ceremony and is reviewing (lie 
matter," Coughlin said. "But he's not 
asked me to arrange such an occa- 
sion. I think before he were to take 
such an action, he would ask every 
bishop in the conference his opinion, 
and seek their approval." 


"I DON'T THINK it's a bad mea- 


sure, myself," Murphy said. "If a di- 
vorced and remarried Catholic were 
to take part in a mass forgiveness 
rite, it might allow him to go back to 
the sacraments. I also think the new, 
revised reconciliation (confession) 
rite might eventually allow the di- 
vorced Catholic to go back to the sac- 


raments."

PLAINS, Ga. — As we all know by now Billy Carter, the j-oung- 


cr brother of the President-elect, is in enthusiastic agreement with 
H. L. Mencken's definition of prohibitionists: they are not the kind 
of people one would care to have a drink with. 


The First Brother is a boozer. He is a man who believes that 


absinthe makes the heart grow fonder. Some years ago he cngi-

nccrcd a repeal of this community's dry law. and then won for 
himself what is still the only commercial beer license in town. 
Now he says very proudly that he has "a red neck, white socks 
and Blue Label beer." 


None of this is of much moment to America, but it seems of 


Importance to the communications industry. Billy Carter is a num- 
ber for hundreds of reporters grown atrophied from his brother's 
near stifling piety. Everything Jimmy is, Billy isn't — and the 
media knows from experience that this paradox has possibilities. 


Remember Sam Houston Johnson? He was the errant baby 


brother of LBJ. And he was always good for fill on a slow nevs 
day. Usually the fill was an embarrassment for the President, and 
so much the better. 


BROTHER SAM was also a fellow who, in George Nathan's 


phrase, drank to make other people interesting. While Lyndon was 
winning the presidency in 1964 by the greatest landslide in history, 
Sam was drying out in the drunk ward of a South Carolina hospi- 
tal. Besides this he gambled, womanized and reportedly passed at 
least one bad check. 


Yes, Sam was fun copy. Particularly when he was accused by a 


congressman of using a White House credit card to take personal 
journeys. And also when he and a divorcee landed in a Mexican 
jail for reasons still unclear. Poor Lyndon; at various times dur- 
ing his administration he would not speak to his brother at all. 


Then, during the Nixon regime, there was brother Donald. He 


was not so earthy a story as was Sam Johnson, but he had his 
fascinations. Once, for example, he used a $13,000 piece of proper- 
ty to secure a $203,000 loan from recluse Howard Hughes; skeptics 
said Donald's more tangible collateral was his kinship to the presi- 
dent.

Gilmore has right to die: Supreme Court 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - The 


L'S. Supreme Court ruled Monday 
that condemned killer Gary Gilmore 
h.id the right to die before a L'tah fir- 
ing squad, in the nation's first execu- 
tion since 1947. 


Gilmore showed "no real reaction" 


when informed of the high court's 5-4 
decision by Utah State Prison Warden 
Sjm Smith, but the slayer's lawyer 
viid "It's what he wanted, I think 
he'll be tuppy about it." 


However, attorney Robert Moody 


said Gilmore had no intention of with- 
drawing a petition seeking to have the 
death penalty tossed out on grounds 
the state did not execute him within a 
tio-day time limit. 


And a lawyer for tno other men on 


Utah's Death Row said the high court 
ruling would not end legal attempts to 
prevent their execution. 


THE COURT lifted its stay of the 


a d m i t t e d slayer's execution on 


grounds Gilmore hod "made a know- 
ing and intelligent waiver" of his fed- 
eral rights to appeal his death sen- 
tence. 


The action returned the case to 


Utah's Jurisdiction. Fourth District 
Judge J. Robert Bullock must set an- 
other execution date for the con- 
demned man — his third. 


Utah County Attorney's office said 


it would prepare the paperwork today 
asking the judge to schedule 'a hear- 


ing for the setting of a new death 
date. 
, 


Warden Smith phoned Gilmore in 


his isolated cell in the hospital in- 
firmary and notified him of the 
court's decision. 


"I don't know that there was any 


reaction." the warden said. "He just 
accepted it. There was no real reac- 
tion." 


PROMISES OF further legal action 


to block the execution came 
from 


Moody, who said the court's ruling 
brings the petition seeking to have the 
death sentence abrogated "to the fore- 
front." and from Robert Van Sciver, 
who represents two other condemned 
men. 


Van Sciver said he would file a civil 


rights suit in federal court this week 
contending that Gilmore's execution 
would prejudice his clients' appeals 
by making the Utah courts reluctant 
to overturn a capital punishment law 
that had been used. 


A hearing was already scheduled in 


Fourth District Court Wednesday on 
the scheduling of a first-degree mur- 
der trial for Gilmore in a second slay- 
ing last summer in the Provo, Utah, 
area. The condemned man has admit- 
ted the killing of Max D. Jensen, 24, 
during a gas station robbery. 


He was ordered shot by a firing 


squad for the slaying of Bonnie Bush- 
nell, 26, a motel clerk slain in a hold- 
updone night after Jensen's death.

More than 12 million Americans 


served In the U.S. Armed Forces In 
World War 11, so It's probably safe to 
say there are at least that many old 
war stories still circulating. 


But most persons haven't heard too 


many Hump pilot stories; probably 
because there weren't too many of 
them and they aren't filled with the 
blood and guts of most ground combat 
yarns.

"Over the Hump," says It was safer 
to fly a bomber deep Into Germany 
than to fly tho twin-engine transport

which become known as "the Rock- 
pile." 


More than 3,000 crew members of 


those flights did survive. They've gone 


their different directions In the past 30 
years with many of them settled In 
the Northwest suburbs, but hundreds 
of the proud troopers, who received 
two ounces of whiskey after each suc- 
cessful flight across the Hump, still 
reunite each year at a Hump Pilots 
Assn. reunion.

lagc Industrial park. Greyhound's 
nearest stations now arc in Elgin, 
Northbrook. Skokie and 
Jefferson 


Park In Chicago. 


Regional sales director Robert J. 


Wallace said the new station would In- 
clude a small waiting room for pns- 
scngers, "but we don't feel the pas- 
senger traffic will be too high. 


"THERE'LL BE A place where 


you can park your car while you buy 
a ticket, of course, but there won't be 
any long-term storage If you wont to 
pork your car while you go for a bus 
ride." ho added. "And the schedule 
won't be conducive to commuting. 


"We're going In there to make It 


more convenient for our commercial 
accounts," Wallace said. "We'll pick 
up passengers, too, but we don't ex- 
pect many." 


Greyhound buses now travel the 


n e a r b y Northwest Tollway, and 
"three to five" of them will bo diver- 
ted to the Elk Grove Village stop each 
day, Wallace said. 


Passengers who board the buses in 


Elk Grove Village can make direct 
connections to Rockford and Madison, 
WIs., on the outbound buses. Inbound 
passengers can connect with buses to 
Milwaukee at Jefferson Park, Chi- 
cago, or "to anywhere In the U.S." at 
the Greyhound Chicago terminal, 
Wallace said. 


THE COMPANY has yet to develop 


a firm sclicdulc, he added, but ex- 
pects to schedule Its Elk Grove Vil- 
lage slops between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. 
dally.

Variation will cost village: Heinrich 


Buffalo Grove "will pay the price In 


three or four years" if It grants a 
building ordinance variation for a pro- 
posed 209-acro development on Busch 
and Wciland roads, Richard Heinrich, 
chairman of the village zoning ap- 
peals board said. 


Heinrich made the statement Mon- 


day during a two-hour village board 
hearing on a proposal by Zalc Con- 
struction Co. and the Hoffman Group 
Inc. to construct 668 single-family 
homes and 120 multi-family units on 
land bordered by Busch and Wciland 
roads. Zalc has requested the village 
annex his property at the same time 
It approves his construction plans. 


Village trustees Joined Heinrich In 


expressing their concern over the ef- 
fect of allowing Zale to construct 
homes with 23-foot backyards. Village 
ordinances require a minimum 30-foot 
backyard. 


Heinrich said the village had experi- 


enced problems with the Strathmoro 
Grove development which has 30-foot 
backyards. People In that devel- 
opment say they have no room to 
build additions to their homes or to 
build rear yard patios, Heinrich said. 


"We, ns tho developer, are equally 


concerned about the over-all devel- 
opment," Edward Zalc said. "We 
don't feel there's going to be any det- 
riment to the subdivision from the 
size of lots." 


William Whltcd, village adminis- 


trative assistant, sold "The size of lot 
Is really related to tho size of the 
house," In determining what the final 
appearance of the Zalc development 
will be. 


If a house which Is 50 feet long is 


put on a lot which Is 100 feet deep, the 
developer would need to be granted a 
variation in the 30-foot yard ordi- 
nance. Zalo said he could not promise 
the board that no 50 foot long houses 
would be put on 100 foot deep lots. 


"It would not only Jeopardize the 


success of tho development it might 
also harm the over-alt quality of the 
development," Zalo said. 


Current plans call for constructing 


homes selling for between $60,000 and 
$75,000, Zalc said. If he were required 
to put smaller homes on tho 100-foot 
deep lot, the developer might decide 
to build cheaper homes not in keeping 
with the character of the over-all de-

Suburbs fight Chicago water hike 


DCS Plalnes and 25 other municipal- 


ities that buy water from Chicago 
came out In opposition Monday night 
to a 21 per cent water rate Increase 
that Is to take effect Jan. 1. 


Although officials who gathered at 


the South Suburban Oak Lawn Munici- 
pal Building did not vote to move 
ahead with legal action against Chi- 
cago to prevent the Increase, many 
said they believed the municipalities 
would support such a move. 


About 33 of 72 communities that buy 


water from Chicago were represented 
at the meeting. Several officials said 
that while they arc opposed to the 
rate hike, they could not vote without 
authorization from their respective 
municipalities. 


NILES .MAYOR Nicholas Blase, or- 


ganizer of the suburban opposition, 
has appointed a committee consisting 
of 
himself, DCS Plalnes Mayor 


Charles Bolek and seven other local 
officials. Tho committee will study 
possible legal action to-prevent the 
rate Increase. 


Blase said all suburban commu- 


nities that buy Chicago water will be 
asked to pass resolutions and lend fi- 
nancial support to a class-action suit 
against Chicago. 


Louis Anccl, a municipal attorney 


advising the suburbs on the matter, 
said such action would cost a max- 
imum of $100,000. 


Blase said the suburbs ore being 


improperly charged for water and 


common complaints for most World 
War II soldiers in the area. Hump pi- 
lots had more serious things to worry 
about — their flights.

When planes did go down, there 


usually was little hope for recovery. 


"Therewas no place to go. I fyou 


lost a plane in the jungle, you were 
lucky if you found it at all. Those 
trees were like a canopy. Why, I heard. 
just a couple months ago that another 
plane was just found," Bartnek said. 


And if it wasn't the Jungle, there 


were the Himalaya Mountains, which 
some Hump pilots refer to as "the 
Great Aluminum Trail" because the' 
wreckage of so many planes could bo 
seen as they flew over them. 


"But there were a lot of good times,.' 


too, "Bartnek adds quickly, which 
makes for some good stories, or "the 
same old lies" at the Hump pilots' re-. 
union each year.

Greyhound plans 
bus stop in village 


Greyhound buses may be stopping 


in the Northwest suburbs by March, 
but the bus company cays it's looking" 
for packages, not passengers. 


The firm plans to open a depot at 


an office-warehouse complex at 2202 
Landmeier Rd. in the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Industrial park. Greyhound's 
nearest stations now are in Elgin, 
Northbrook, Skokie and Jefferson 
Park in Chicago. 


Regional sales director Roberfj. 


Wallace said the new station would in- 
clude a small waiting room for pas- 
sengers, "but wo don't feel the pas- 
senger traffic will be too high. 


"THERE'LL BE A place where 


you can park your car while you buy 
a ticket, of course, but there won't be 
any long-term storage if you want to 
park your car while you go for a bus 
ride," he added. "And the schedule 
won't be conducive to commuting. 


"We're going in there to make it • 


more convenient for our commercial 
accounts," Wallace said. "We'll pick 
up passengers, too, but we don't ex- 
pect many." 


Greyhound buses now travel the 


, n ' e a r b y Northwest Tollway, and 
"three to five" of them will be diver- 
ted to the Elk Grove Village stop each 
day, Wallace said. 


Passengers who board the buses in 


Elk Grove Village can make direct 
connections to Rockford and Madison, 
Wig., on the outbound buses. Inbound 
passengers can connect with buses to 
Milwaukee at Jefferson Park, Chi- 
cago, or "to anywhere in the U.S." at 
the Greyhound Chicago terminal, 
Wallace said. 


THE COMPANY lias yet to develop 


a firm schedule, he added, but ex- 
pects to schedule its Elk Grove Vil- 
lage stops between 9 a.m. and 6 p.m. 
daily. 


More than 3 million pounds of 


freight is shipped In and out of the 
industrial park each month, said E. 
Stanley Klyber of the Elk Grove Assn. 
of Industry and Commerce, much of it 
in small packages "because we have 
a lot of distributorships." 


That's the business 
Greyhound 


wants, Wallace said. "Our customers 
now have to go to Northlake to put 
a package on the bus. This'lt be more 
convenient for them. You don't know 
for sure until you get in there, but we 
hope to be up to $3,000 or $6,000 per 
month in package express." 


The bus company's decision was 


"disappointing" to Rolling Meadows 
druggist Jerry Metyk. 


METYK. PRESIDENT of the Roll- 


ing Meadows Shopping Center Assn., 
has been campaigning for 2Vi years 
for a bus depot in his drug store at 
Kirchoff Road and Meadow Drive. 
Last May, he said, bus company offi- 
cials said his plans were close to 
being approved. 


"They've mode their choice," he 


said 
Monday. "It's money over 


people." 


"I'm just trying to get a good blend 


of passengers and freight," Wallace 
said. "Elk Grove Village is the most 
logical place for us because of the 
heavy concentration of industry." 


Before the new depot can open, the 


firm must receive the approval of the 
village and the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The village's plan com- 
mission has scheduled a Jan. 10 hear- 
ing on the proposal.

er brother of the President-elect, is in enthusiastic agreement with 
II. L. Mencken's definition of prohibitionists: they are not the kind 
of people one would care to have a drink with. 


The First Brother is a boozer. He is a man who believes that 


absinthe makes the heart grow fonder. Some years ago he engi-

ncercd a repeal of this community's dry law, and then won for 
himself what is still the only commercial beer license in town. 
Now he says very proudly that he has "a red neck, white socks 
and Blue Label beer." 


None of this is of much moment to America, but it seems of 


importance to the communications industry. Billy Carter is a num- 
ber for hundreds of reporters grown atrophied from his brother's 
near stifling piety. Everything Jimmy is, Billy isn't — and the 
media knows from experience that this paradox has possibilities. 


Remember Sam Houston Johnson? He was the errant baby 


brother of LBJ. And he was always good for fill on a slow ncvs 
day. Usually the fill was an embarrassment for the President, and 
so much the better.

BROTHER SAM was also a fellow who, in George Nathan's 


phrase, drank to make other people interesting. While Lyndon was 
winning the presidency in 1964 by the greatest landslide in history, 
Sam was drying out in the drunk ward of a South Carolina hospi- 
tal. Besides this he gambled, womanized and reportedly passed at 
least one bad check. 


Yes, Sam was fun copy. Particularly when he was accused by a 


congressman of using a White House credit card to take personal 
journeys. And also when he and a divorcee landed in a Mexican 
jail for reasons still unclear. Poor Lyndon; at various times dur- 
ing his administration he would not speak to his brother at all. 


Then, during the Nixon regime, there was brother Donald. He 


was not so earthy a story as was Sam Johnson, but he had his 
fascinations. Once, for example, he used a $13,000 piece of proper- 
ty to secure a $203,000 loan from recluse Howard Hughes; skeptics 
said Donald's more tangible collateral was his kinship to the presi- 
dent. 


Donald Nixon's entreprcneurship was so suspicious — he was an

Gilmore has right to die: Supreme Court 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - The 


U.S. Supreme Court ruled Monday 
that condemned killer Gary Gilmore 
had the right to die before a Utah fir- 
ing squad In the nation's first execu- 
tion since 1967. 


Gilmore showed "no real reaction" 


when Informed of the high court's 5-4 
decision by Utah State Prison Warden 
Sam Smith, but the slayer's lawyer 
said "It's what he wanted, 1 think 
he'll be happy about it." 


However, attorney Robert Moody 


said Gilmore had no intention of with- 
drawing a petition seeking to have the 
death penalty tossed out on grounds 
the stale did not execute him within a 
60-day time limit. 


And a lawyer for two other men on 


Utah's Death Row said the high court 
ruling would not end legal attempts to 
present their execution. 


THE COURT lifted Its stay of the 


a d m i t t e d slayer's execution on 


grounds Gilmore had "made a know- 
ing and intelligent waiver" of his fed- 
eral rights to appeal his death sen- 
tence. 


The action returned the case to 


Utah's jurisdiction. Fourth District 
Judge J. Robert Bullock must set an- 
other execution date for the con- 
demned man — his third. 


Utah County Attorney's office said 


It would prepare the paperwork today 
asking the judge to schedule a hear- 


ing for the setting of a new death 
date. 


Warden Smith phoned Gilmore in 


his isolated cell in the hospital in- 
firmary 
and notified him of the 


court's decision. 


"I don't know that there was any 


reaction," the warden said. "He just 
accepted It. There was no real reac- 
tion." 


PROMISES OF further legal action 


to block the execution came from 


Moody, who said the court's ruling 
brings the petition seeking to have the 
death sentence abrogated "to the fore- 
front," and from Robert Van Sciver, 
who represents two other condemned 
men. 


Van Sciver said he would file a civil 


rights suit in federal court this week 
contending that Gilmore's execution 
would prejudice his clients' appeals 
by making the Utah courts reluctant 
to overturn a capital punishment law 
that had been used. 


A hearing was already scheduled In 


Fourth District Court Wednesday on 
the scheduling of a first-degree mur- 
der trial for Gilmore hi a second slay- 
ing last summer in the Prom, Utah, 
area. The condemned man has admit- 
ted the killing of Max D. Jensen, 24, 
during a gas station robbery. 


He was ordered shot by a firing 


squad for the slaying of Bennie Bush- 
nell, 26, a motel clerk slain in a hold- 
up one night after Jensen's death. 
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WWIIpilots swap stories about their Himalayan jaunt

Mora than 12 million Americans 


served In tho U.S. Armed Forces In 
World War II, so It's probably safe to 
say there arc at least that many old 
war stories still circulating. 


But most persons haven't heard too 


many Hump pilot stories; probably 
because there weren't too many of 
them and they aren't filled with the 
blood and guts of most ground combat 
yarns. 


"Hell, I didn't even think anyone re- 


membered us Hump pilots," Larry 
Bartnek of Arlington Heights says. 


EXPLORERS ARE still finding the 


downed aircraft that flew airlift oper- 
ations in the China-India-Burma the- 
ater during World War II. They are 
planes that were unsuccessful in "fly- 
Ing the Hump" — a World War II as- 
signment that resulted In the demise 
of more than 900 planes. 


Gen. William II.Tunner In his book, 


"Over the Hump," says It was safer 
to fly a bomber deep Into Germany 
than to fly the twin-engine transport 
planes over the Himalaya Mountains, 
which became known as "the Rock- 
pile." 


More than 3.000 crew members of 


those flights did survive. They've gone 
their different directions In the past 30 
yean with many of them settled In 
the Northwest suburbs, but hundreds 
of the proud troopers, who received 
two ounces of whiskey after each suc- 
cessful flight across the Hump, still 
reunite each year at a Hump Pilots 
Assn. reunion. 


Tho whiskey's a tittlo better there, 


LARRY BARTNEK 


but the stories are tho same, Larry 
Bartnek says. 


DART.NEK IS A life member of the 


group and for the post four years has 
been in charge of writing the associ- 
ation's quarterly newsletter, which is 
sent to more than 3,000 members. 


"No one else wanted to do tho poop 


sheet, so I said I would," says Bar- 
tnek, S3, who now is a hearing aid 
consultant. 


But tho great hearty laugh that ac- 


companies his stories about his fellow 
troopers seems to belle that excuse. 


When pushed, he admits he enjoys It; 
almost as much as the annual reun- 
ion. He's only missed that four-day af- 
fair once, and only because his doctor 


• insisted it wouldn't be a good Idea so 
soon after suffering a stroke. 


"It's great seeing the same old guys 


again; and telling the same old lies,"

A MENTION OF the whiskey ratio- 


ned after each flight also brings a 
smile to the face of Bartnek, who 
completed more than 200 roundtrlp 
missions in the 13 months he was fly- 
ing the twin-engine planes loaded to 
the brim with supplies for American 
and Nationalist Chinese troops. 


"That whiskey was S.O.P. (Stan- 


dard operating procedure). As soon as 
you landed you'd go into the flight 
surgeon to get a jolt. After some of 
those flights you needed it to calm 
your nerves," Bartnek says. 


Some pilots would save their whis- 


key slips and cash them all In at once. 
"Sometimes when you made it to the 
mess hall you were stoned, which 
probably was good 'cause the food 
was terrible," he said. 


C-rations, Spam and dehydrated po- 


tatoes composed the bulk of all meals. 
But the food anad the wet conditions 
(monsoon seasons left 600 inches of 
rain In three to four months; were 
common complaints for most World 
War II soldiers In the area. Hump pi- 
lots had more serious things to worry 
about — their flights.

Local priests discuss 
general absolution rite 


Although the "downtown office" 


says a forgiveness rite would not al- 
low excommunicated Catholics to re- 
c e I v o communion, an Arlington 
Heights priest says many already do. 


Tho Rev. Daniel Coughlin of the 


Chicago Archdiocese agrees with na- 
tional church officials that the rarely 
performed rite of general absolution 
— offered to more than 12,000 Catho- 
lics in Memphis, Tcnn., last week — 
will not change the official status of 
any Catholic excommunicated after a 
divorce and remarriage. 


But the Rev. Hal Murphy, associate 


pastor of St. James Church, 841 N. 
Arlington Heights ltd., Arlington 
Heights, said many divorced and re- 
married Catholics have returned to 
the sacraments quietly on their own. 


"It would be silly to say they 


don't," ho sold. "The priest has no 
way of checking to see who has been 
divorced when he distributes commu- 
nion, and I'd guess there arc many 
divorced people who feel In thcl; con- 
science that they are doing the right 
thing." 


TIIK RITE of general absolution, 


usually reserved for soldiers going 
Into battle, was offered to thousands 


of Catholics by Memphis Bishop Car- 
roll T. Dozicr. Following the general 
confession, the participants received 
holy communion, a sacrament denied 
Catholics who have divorced and re- 
married. 


After the ceremony, Archbishop Jo- 


seph L. Bcrnardln of Cincinnati, head 
of the nation's Roman Catholic bish- 
ops, said the ceremony "by Itself docs 
not regularize their marital status In 
the eyes of tho church." Dozicr sold 
his ceremony was aimed at winning 
back Inactive Catholics, not divorced 
and excommunicated persons. 


For such a ceremony to bo offered 


In tills area, It would hnvc to be au- 
thorized by John Cardinal Cody of the 
Chicago Archdiocese. 


"I'm sure he's aware of the Mem- 


phis ceremony and is reviewing the 
matter," Coughlin said. "But he's not 
asked me to arrange such an occa- 
sion. I think before ho were to take 
such an action, he would ask every 
bishop In the conference his opinion 
and seek their approval." 


"I UONT THINK it's a bad mea- 


sure, myself," Murphy said. "If a di- 
vorced and remarried Catholic were 
to take part In a mass forgiveness 
rite, It might allow Mm to go back to 


the sacraments. I also think tho new, 
r e v i s e d reconciliation (confession) 
rito might eventually allow the di- 
vorced Catholic to go back to the sac- 
raments." 


The Rev. Brian Simpson of St. Col- 


lotto Church, 3900 Meadow Dr., Roll- 
Ing Meadows, also said he Is "keenly 
Interested" in the Memphis ceremo- 
ny. 


"What a good tiling to do," he said. 


"It could happen here in a few years. 
Wo haven't heard from the arch- 
diocese, but we're waiting." 


Simpson heads a group of area pas- 


tors attempting to bring divorced 
Catholics back into tho church 
through parish meetings to discuss 
new rules on when the church can an- 
nul o marriage. 


The Rev. James Dohcrty of St. 


Edna Church, 2523 N. Arlington 
Heights Rd., Arlington Heights, how- 
ever, docs not predict a forgiveness 
ceremony for Chicago-area Catholics. 


"Personally, I can't see it happen- 


ing here," he said. "Tito general abso- 
lution has been granted only under ex- 
traordinary circumstances like war or 
fire. It won't happen here, at least not 
without approval from our downtown 
office."

Officials say firm violates zoning 


A two-year-old Schaumburg chem- 


icals firm, already accused of pollut- 
ing the DuPagc River, is violating lo- 
cal zoning ordinances, village officials 
say. 


Village officials said C. Targosz & 


Co., 736 EUtes Avc., has violated zon- 
ing laws by mixing various chemicals 
Into auto antifreeze, broke fluid and 
windshield solvent and producing a 
line of Janitorial supplies and deter- 
gents. 


Tho industrial park Is zoned for 


manufacturing but chemical produc- 
tion or mixing is not allowed, Building 
Comr. Joseph Julian said Monday. 


Julian said occupancy permits were 


Issued for the plant In July 1974 when 
officials of the firm sold they were 
planning to open a warehouse. "God 
only knows when they started tho 
chemical blending," Julian said. 


HE SAID THE company's officials 


appeared 
before the zoning board 


recently to ask for a special zoning 
permit and promised to submit plans 


(o contain its chemical spillage. 
"When they came back (to the zoning 
board) they did not have the request- 
ed plans," Julian said. 


Lost month, Illinois Ally. Gen. Wil- 


liam J. Scott filed a complaint with 
the Illinois Pollution Control Board ac- 
cusing the firm of spilling chemicals 
into a drainage ditch that eventually 
flows into the DuPagc River. 


The zoning board recommended the 


firm's special zoning request be de- 
nied. The village board Is scheduled 
to vote on the issue at today's 8 p.m. 
meeting. The board already has au- 
thorized Its attorney to file a lawsuit 
aimed at closing the plant because of 
the alleged pollution. 


Julian said the village hired an in- 


dependent laboratory 
to test dis- 


charges from the plant when "some- 
thing other than rainwater" was dis- 
covered in nearby drainage ditches. 


Village health officials said the 


chemical spillage poses no direct 


home, on the fringes of a mysterious 
backward civilization, were all the 
conditions that bring hazardous flight: 
fog, heavy rain, thunderstorms, dust 
storms, high mountains, a necessity 
for oxygen, heavy loads, sluggish 
planes, faulty or no radio aid, hostile

"Therewos no place to go. I fyou 


lost a plane in the jungle, you were 
lucky If you found it at all. Those 
trees were like a canopy. Why, I heard 
just a couple months ago that another 


plane was just found," Bartnek said. 


And If it wasn't the Jungle, there 


were the Himalaya Mountains, which 
some Hump pilots refer to as "the 
Great Aluminum Trail" because the 
wreckage of so many planes could be 


seen as they flew over them. 


"But there were a lot of good times, 


too, "Bartnek adds quickly, which 
makes for some good stories, or "the 
same old lies" at the Hump pilots' re- 
union each year.

Rhodesia talks get month recess 


GENEVA. SWITZERLAND (UPI) 


— Black nationalist delegates held a 
lost round of talks at the Rhodesia 
peace conference Monday before Brit- 
ain adjourns the session for about a 
month. 


High conference officials said Ivor 


Richard, chairman of tho talks, will 
announce a fresh start for tho new 
year. 


British officials defended the results 


of tho conference, which has lasted 
nearly eight necks since delegates 
gathered late In October. 


THEY SAID the talks were not a 


failure, because they brought black 
nnd while opponents to the negotiating 
table to glvo their positions on Rho- 
desia's transition plan from white mi- 
nority to black majority rule. 


"We also have a deadline for major- 


ity rule, which is March l, 1978," one 
British official said. 


Richard met black delegates In pri- 


vate talks Monday, but they discussed 
only the details and location of the 
talks' second session. Tho British 
chairman held a final meeting Sunday 
with Ian Smith, the white regime's 
prime minister. 


Conference officials said Richard 


would recess the conference Tuesday 
and set the second phase "towards 
the end of January." Geneva Is the 
likeliest site, although Nairobi re- 
mains a possibility. 


UICHAHD SAID Sunday he suc-

Firm violates law 
for zoning: village 


A two-year-old Schaumburg chem- 


icals firm, already accused of pollut- 
ing the DuPage River, is violating lo- 
cal zoning ordinances, village officials 
say. 


Village officials said E. Targosz & 


Co., 736 Estes Ave., has violated zon- 
ing laws by mixing various chemicals 
into auto antifreeze, brake fluid and 
windshield solvent and producing a 
line of janitorial supplies and deter- 
gents. 


The industrial park is zoned for 


manufacturing but chemical produc- 
tion or mixing Is not allowed, Building 
Comr. Joseph Julian said Monday. 


Julian said occupancy permits were 


issued for the plant in July 1974 when 
officials of the firm said they were 
planning to open a warehouse. "God 
only knows when they started the 
chemical blending," Julian said. 


HE SAID THE company's officials 


appeared before the zoning board 
recently to ask for a special zoning 
permit and promised to submit plans 
to contain its chemical spillage.

The zoning board recommended the 


firm's special zoning request be de- 
nied. The village board is scheduled 
to vote on the Issue at today's 8 p.m. 
meeting. The board already has au- 
thorized Its attorney to file a lawsuit 
aimed at closing the plant because of 
the alleged pollution. 


Julian said the village hired an in- 


dependent laboratory 
to test dis- 


charges from the plant when "some- 
thing other than rainwater" was dis- 
covered in nearby drainage ditches. 


Village health officials said the 


chemical spillage poses no direct 
threat to people, but could endanger 
wildlife downstream. 


"I DON'T KNOW what will happen 


If we arc forced to close," Kerry 
Clausen, Targosz technical director, 
said Monday. 


He said the firm employs "about 30 


to 35 employes, the majority of whom 
live in the Schaumburg area" who 
would lose their jobs if the firm is 
shut down. 


Clausen said he "believes" the vil- 


lage knew about the chemical oper- 
ation when occupancy permits were 
granted, but said he could not "veri- 
fy" the information. 


"I have been told this, but I guess it 


is only hearsay because I was not 
with the company at that time," Clau- 
sen said. 


The firm, however, has a history of 


legal difficulties with the village. In 
March, Targosz was found guilty of 
four counts of violating building and 
sanitation codes and paid $900 in fines 
and court costs. 


Greyhound plans bus stop in Elk Grove 


Greyhound buses may be stopping 


in the Northwest suburbs by March, 
but the bus company says it's looking 
for packages, not passengers. 


The firm plans to open a depot at 


an office-warehouse complex at 2202 
Landmeicr Rd. In the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage industrial park. Greyhound's 
nearest stations now arc in Elgin, 
Northbrook; Skokie and Jefferson 
Park in Chicago. 


Regional sales director Robert J. 


Wallace said the new station would in- 
clude a small waiting room for pas- 
sengers, "but we don't feel the pas- 
senger traffic will be too hi ph. 


"THERE'LL BE A place where 


you eon park your car while you buy 
a ticket, of course, but there won't be 
any long-term storage if you want to 
park your car while you go for a bus 
ride," ho added. "And the schedule 
won't be conducive to commuting. 


"We're going in there to make it 


more convenient for our commercial 
accounts," Wallace said. "We'll pick 
up passengers, too, but we don't ex- 
pect many."

Billy Carter—ivill he 
be an embarrassment?

PLAINS, Ga. — As we all know by now Billy Carter, the young- 


er brother of the President-elect, is in enthusiastic agreement with 
H. L. Mencken's definition of prohibitionists: they are not the kind 
of people one would care to have a drink with. 


The First Brother is a boozer. He is a man who believes that 


absinthe makes the heart grow fonder. Some years ago he engi-

necred a repeal of this community's dry law, and then won for 
hims'clf what is still the only commercial beer license in town. 
Now he says very proudly that he has "a red neck, white socks 
and Blue Label beer." 


None of this is of much moment to America, but It seems of 


importance to the communications industry. Billy Carter is a num- 
ber for hundreds of reporters grown atrophied from his brother's 
near stifling piety. Everything Jimmy is, Billy isn't — and the 
media knows from experience that this paradox has possibilities. 


Remember Sam Houston Johnson? He was the errant baby 


brother of LBJ. And he was always good for fill on a slow ncvrs 
day. Usually Ihe fill was an embarrassment for the President, and 
so much the better. 


BROTHER SAM was also a fellow who, in George Nathan's 


phrase, drank to make other people interesting. While Lyndon was 
winning the presidency in 1964 by the greatest landslide in history, 
Sam was drying out in the drunk ward of, a South Carolina hospi- 
tal. Besides lids he gambled, womanized and reportedly passed at 
least one bad check. 


Yes, Sam was fun copy. Particularly when he was accused by a 


congressman of using a White House credit card to take personal 
journeys. And also when he and a divorcee landed in a Mexican 
jail for reasons still unclear. Poor Lyndon; at various times dur- 
ing his administration he would not speak to his brother at all. 


Then, during the Nixon regime, there was brother Donald. He 


was not so earthy a story as was Sam Johnson, but he had his 
fascinations. Once, for example, he used a $13,000 piece of proper- 
ty to secure a $205,000 loan from recluse Howard Hughes; skeptics 
said Donald's more tangible collateral was his kinship to the presi- 
dent. 


Donald Nixon's entrepreneurship was so suspicious — he was an 


occasional pal of fugitive-financier Robert Vesco — that even the

Gilmore has right to die: Supreme Court 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPD - The 


U.S. Supreme Court ruled Monday 
that condemned killer Gary Gllmo'rc 
had the right to die before a Utah fir- 
ing squad In the nation's first execu- 
tion since 1967. 


Gilmore showed "no real reaction" 


when informed of the high court's 5-4 
decision by Utah Stale Prison Warden 
Sam Smith, but the slayer's lawyer 
said "it's what he wanted. I think 
he'll be happy about it." 


However, attorney Robert Moody 


said Gilmore had no Intention of with- 
drawing a petition seeking to have Ihe 
death penalty lossed out on grounds 
the slate did not execute him within a 
60-day time limit. 


And a lawyer for two other men on 


Utah's Death Row said the high court 
ruling would not end legal attempts to 
prevent their execution. 


THE COURT lifted its stay of the 


a d m i t t e d slayer's execution on 


grounds Gilmore had "made a know- 
Ing and Intelligent waiver" of his fed- 
eral rights to appeal his death sen- 
tence. 


The action returned Ihe case to 


Utah's jurisdiction. Fourth District 
Judge J. Robert Bullock must set an- 
other execution date for the con- 
demned man — his third. 


Utah County Attorney's office said 


it would prepare the paperwork today 
asking Ihe judge to schedule a hear- 


ing for the setting of a new death 
date. 


Warden Smith phoned Gilmore in 


his isolated cell in the hospital in- 
firmary and notified him of the 
court's decision. 


"I don't know that there was any 


reaction," the warden said. "He just 
accepted it. There was no real reac- 
tion." 


PROMISES OF further legal action 


to block the execution came 
from 


Moody, who said the court's ruling 
brings the petition seeking to have the 
death sentence abrogated "to the fore- 
front," and from Robert Van Sciver, 
who represents two other condemned 
men. 


Van Sciver said he would file a civil 


rights suit in federal court this week 
contending that Gilmore's execution 
would prejudice bis clients' appeals 
by making the Utah courts reluctant 
to overturn a capital punishment law 
that had been usad. 


A hearing was -already scheduled in 


Fourth District Court Wednesday on 
the scheduling of a first-degree mur- 
der trial for Gilmore in a second slay- 
ing last summer in the Provo, Utah, 
area. The condemned man has admit- 
ted the killing of Max D. Jensen, 24, 
during a gas station robbery. 


He was ordered shot by a firing 


squad for the slaying of Bennie Bush- 
nell, 26, a motel clerk slain in a hold> 
up one night after Jensen's death.

Catholic priests discuss rite of general absolution 


Although the "downtown office"

Tho Rev. Daniel Coughlin of the

"It would be silly to say they 


don't," he said. "The priest has no 
way of checking to see who has been 
divorced when he distributes commu- 
nion, and I'd guess there are many 
divorced people who feel In their con- 
science that they arc doing the right 
thing." 


THE RITE of general absolution, 


usually reserved for soldiers going 
into battle, was offered to thousands 
of Catholics by Memphis Bishop Car- 
roll T. Dozicr. Following the general 
confession, the participants received 


holy communion, a sacrament denied 
Catholics who have divorced and re- 
married. 


After the ceremony, Archbishop Jo- 


seph U Bernardin of Cincinnati, head 
of the nation's Roman Catholic bish- 
ops, said the ceremony "by itself does 
not regularize their marital status in 
the eyes of the church." Dozler said 
his ceremony was aimed at winning 
back inactive Catholics, not divorced 
and excommunicated persons. 


For such a ceremony to be offered

Park in Chicago. 


Regional sales director Robert~"j. 


Wallace said the new station would in- 
clude a small waiting room for pas- 
sengers, "but we don't feel the pas- 
senger traffic will be too high. 


"TIIEHE'LL BE A place where 


you can park your car while you buy 
a ticket, of course, but there won't be 
any long-term storage if you want to 
park your car while you go for a bus 
ride," he added. "And the schedule 
won't be conducive to commuting. 


"We're going in there to make it 


more convenient for our commercial 
accounts." Wallace said. "We'll pick 
up passengers, too, but we don't ex- 
pect many."

PLAINS, Ga. — As we all know by now Billy Carter, the young- 


er brother of the President-elect, is In enthusiastic agreement with 
II. L. Mencken's definition of prohibitionists: they are not the kind 
of people one would care to have a drink with. 


The First Brother is a boozer. He is a man who believes that 


absinthe makes the heart grow fonder. Some years ago he engi- 


CoinnieiiUirv 


nccrcd a repeal of this community's dry law, and then won for 
himself what is still the only commercial beer license in town. 
Now he says very proudly that he has "a red neck, white socks 
and Blue Label beer." 


None of this is of much moment to America, but it seems of 


importance to the communications industry. Billy Carter is a num- 
ber for hundreds of reporters grown atrophied from his brother's 
near stifling piety. Everything Jimm.v is, Billy isn't — and the 
media knows from experience that this paradox has possibilities. 


Remember Sam Houston Johnson? He was the errant baby 


brother of LBJ. And he was always good for fill on a slow ne'fs 
day. Usually the fill was an embarrassment for the President, and 
!>o much the better. 


BROTHER SAM was also a fellow who, in George Nathan's 


ptirase. drank to make other people interesting. While Lyndon was 
winning the presidency in I9B4 by the greatest landslide in history. 
Sam was drying out in the drunk ward of a South Carolina hospi- 
tal. Besides this he gambled, womanized and reportedly passed at 
least one bad check. 


Yes, Sam was fun copy. Particularly when he was accused by a 


congressman of using a White House credit card to take personal 
journeys. And also when he and a divorcee landed in a Mexican 
jail for reasons still unclear. Poor Lyndon: at various times dur- 
ing his administration he would not speak to his brother at all. 


Then, during the Nixon regime, there was brother Donald. He 


was not so earthy a story as was Sam Johnson, but he had his 
fascinations. Once, for example, he used a $13.000 piece of proper- 
ty to secure a 5205,000 loan from recluse Howard Hughes; skeptics 
said Donald's more tangible collateral was his kinship to the presi- 
dent.

Gilmore has right to die: Supreme Court 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - The 


L'.S Supreme Court ruled Monday 
that condemned killer Gary Gilmore 
had the right to die before a Utah fir- 
Ing squad In the nation's first execu- 
tion since 1967. 


Gilmore showed "no real reaction" 


when Informed of the high court's S-4 
decision by Utah State Prison Warden 
Sam Smith, but the ^layer's lawyer 
•aid "It's what he wanted. I think 
he'll be happy about It." 


• However, attorney Robert Moody 
said Gilmore had no intention of with- 
drawing a petition seeking to have the 
death penally tossed out on grounds 
the state did not execute him within a 
60-day time limit. 


And a lawyer for two other men on 


Utah's Death Row said the high court 
ruling would not end legal attempts to 
prevent their execution. 


THE COURT lifted ita stay of the 


a d m i t t e d slayer's execution on 


grounds Gilmore had "made a know- 
ing and intelligent waiver" of his fed- 
eral rights to appeal his death sen- 
tence. 


The action returned the case to 


Utah's jurisdiction. Fourth District 
Judge J. Robert Bullock must set an- 
other execution date for the con- 
demned man — his third. 


Utah County Attorney's office said 


it would prepare the paperwork today 
asking the judge to schedule a'hear- 


ing for the setting of a new death 
date. 


Warden Smith phoned Gilmore in 


his Isolated cell in the hospital in- 
firmary and notified him of the 
court's decision. 


"I don'l know that there was any 


reaction," the warden said. "He just 
accepted it. There was no real reac- 
tion." 


PROMISES OF further legal action 


to block the execution came from 


Moody, who said the court's ruling 
brings the petition seeking to have the 
death sentence abrogated "to the fore- 
front," and from Robert Van Sciver, 
who represents two other condemned 
men. 


Van Sciver said he would file a civil 


rights suit in federal court this week 
contending that Gilmore's execution 
would prejudice his clients' appeals 
by making the Utah courts reluctant 
to overturn a capita] punishment law 
that had been used. 


A hearing was already scheduled in 


Fourth District Court Wednesday on 
the scheduling of a first-degree mur- 
der trial for Gilmore in a second slay- 
ing last summer in the Provo, Utah, 
area. The condemned man has admit- 
ted the killing of Max D. Jensen, 24, 
during a gas station robbery. 


He was ordered shot by a firing 


squad for the slaying of Bennie Bush- 
nell, 26. a motel clerk slain in a hold- 
up one njght after Jensen's death. 
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Divorced may be taking communion quietly 
Catholic priests discuss rite of general absolution 


Mthough the "downtown office" 


says a forgiveness rite would not al- 
low excommunicated Catholics lo re- 
celve communion, an Arlington 
Height* priest says many already do. 


The Rev. Daniel Coughlln of the 


Chicago Archdiocese agrees with na- 
tional church officials that the rarely 
performed rite of general absolution 
— offered lo more than 12,000 Catho- 
lics In Memphis, Tcnn., last week — 
will not change the official status of 
any Catholic excommunicated after a 
divorce and remarriage. 


But the Rev. Hal Murphy, associate 


pastor of St. James Church, 841 N. 
Arlington 
Heights 
Rd., Arlington 


Heights, said many divorced and re- 
married Catholics have relumed to 


the sacraments quietly on their own. 


"It would be silly to say they 


don't," he said. "The priest has no 
way of checking to see who has been 
divorced when he distributes commu- 
nion, and I'd guess there are many 
divorced people who feel in their con- 
science that they are doing the right 
thing." 


THE KITE of general absolution, 


usually reserved for soldiers going 
Into battle, was offered to thousands 
of Catholics by Memphis Bishop Car- 
roll T. Dozler. Following the general 
confession, the participants received 
holy communion, a sacrament denied 
Catholics who have divorced and re-' 
married. 


After the ceremony, Archbishop Jo- 


seph L. Bernardin of Cincinnati, head 
of the nation's Roman Catholic bish- 
ops, said the ceremony "by Itself does 
not regularize their marital status In 
the eyes of the church." Dozler said 
his ceremony was aimed at winning 
back Inactive Catholics, not divorced 
and excommunicated persons. 


For such a ceremony to be offered 


In this area, it would have to be au- 
thorized by John Cardinal Cody of the 
Chicago Archdiocese. 


"I'm sure he's aware of the Mem- 


phis ceremony and is reviewing the 
matter," Coughlin said. "But he's not 
asked me to arrange such an occa- 
sion. I think before he were to take 
such an action, he would ask every 
bishop in the conference his opinion 


and seek their approval." 


"I DONT THINK it's a bad mea- 


sure, myself," Murphy said. "If a di- 
vorced and remarried Catholic were 
to take part in a mass forgiveness 
rite, it might allow him to go back to 
the sacraments. I also thia'c the new, 
revised reconciliation (confession) 
rite might eventually allow the di- 
vorced Catholic to go back to the sac- 
raments." 


The Rev. Brian Simpson of St. Col- 


lette Church, 3900 Meadow Dr., Roll- 


ing Meadows, also said he Is "keenly 
interested" In the Memphis ceremo- 
ny. 


"What a good thing to do," he said. 


"It could happen here in a few years. 
We haven't heard from the arch- 
diocese, but we're waiting." 


Simpson heads a group of area pas- 


tors attempting to bring divorced 
C a t h o l i c s back into the church 
through parish meetings to discuss 
new rules on when the church can an- 
nul a marriage.

R.I., (or 
the attempted murder of a Rhode Is- 
land state trooper. 


A Rhode Island Slate Police spokes- 


man said Williams' court date, set by 
a revolving calendar, will come up by 
mid-February. 


APTKH WILLIAMS' case Is handled 


In Rhode Island, arraignment hear- 
ings will be held on California charges 
for the abduction and apparent slay- 
Ing of a wealthy Sherman, Calif, 
woman; and charges In Schaumburg 


for the April 12 abduction of an Itasca 
woman and attempted armed robbery 
of a Woodfleld gift shop. 


Glcncoc police also arc seeking Wil- 


liams for the abduction of a Glcncoe 
woman April 15, in which Williams al- 
legedly forced her to withdraw $6,000 
from her bank account. 


The Itasca and Glcncoc women both 


were released unharmed. 


Williams was arrested Sept. 17, two 


days after he allegedly shot and 
wounded a Rhode Island trooper who 
stopped him for speeding. Police 
caught up with Williams at a Chelsea, 
Mass, apartment, where he was be- 
lieved to be staying with a girlfriend. 
A Shootout followed, In which Wil- 
liams was wounded twice In the abdo- 
men. 


P O L I C E APPREHENDED Wil- 


llams and rushed him to a Boston hos- 


pital, where he underwent emergency 
surgery. After his recovery, he was 
transferred to the Rhode Island jail to 
await trial. 


A Providence County grand Jury In- 


dicted Williams Oct. 1 for assault with 
intent to murder, assault with a dan- 
gerous weapon, possession of firearms 
after conviction on a crime of vio- 
lence, and two counts of larceny with 
a firearm. 


Williams, who Is being held without 


ball in Rhode Island, was captured by 
Mount Prospect police in June 1974, 
charged and found guilty of the cat 
burglaries of apartments in Mount 
Prospect, Elk Grove Village, Rolling 
Meadows and Arlington Heights. 


He was reported as an escapee 


from a Chicago prison work release 
center March 1, 1976, only weeks be- 
fore he was scheduled to be paroled.

Population rises 
by 2,700: census 


Results of Palatine's special census 


show an unofficial village population 
of 31,468, up nearly 2,700 from the last 
population count hi 1973. 


The unofficial figure was released 


Monday. The census was completed 
Thursday, four days ahead of sched- 
ule. 


Although the figure is unofficial, 


Diane Barone, special census super- 
visor, said the count is substantially 
correct. Village officials have until

Dec. 20 to include mail-in forms from 
persons who may not have been 
counted. 


AN OFFICIAL count and more de- 


tailed information from the census 
will be sent to village officials in 
January, Deputy Village Clerk June 
•Boston said. 


The increased figure, although less 


than anticipated by some village offi- 
cials, means the village will receive 
an additional $60,000 annually in reve- 
nue from sources which are directly 
based on population, such as motor 
fuel tax and state income tax. 


Mrs. Boston said the census also 


showed a total of 409 vacant living 
units in the village, most of which arc 
apartments. She said these vacancies 
could easily represent another 1,000 
persons if the living units were occu- 
pied. 


College students living away from 


home may account for an additional 
1,000 persons, she said. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS anticipated 


as much as a 5,000 increase in the 
population based on the addition of 


1,518 new dwelling units in the village 
since 1973, when the last population 
count was made. 


New construction as well as annexa- 


tion of unincorporated 
areas, in- 


cluding the 68-home Palatine Park 
subdivision, account for the increase 
in the population. 


Although the village will not get a 


specific breakdown of population by 
areas or subdivisions, it will receive 
more detailed information on the age, 
sex and race of village residents. Mrs. 
Boston said information on a popu- 
lation breakdown by area would be 
forwarded if the village requested it 
in writing. 


The village can expect to receive its 


additional income as soon as the up- 
dated population count is recorded 
with the Illinois Secretary of State. 
Mrs. Boston said the information 
should be recorded in the Secretary of 
State's office by the end of January so 
increased funds probably will arrive 
in February. 


The village paid $10,000 for the spe- 


cial census. 


The 66-year-old Rolling Meadows 


resident and Palatine Township audi- 
tor says he loves the Christmas sea- 
son.

An ordinance granting village police 


and fire chiefs power to hire and fire 
command level employes in their de- 
partments 
was approved 
Monday 


night by the Palatine Village Board. 


The ordinance provides for the es- 


tablishment of civil service exempt 
command positions, such as deputy 
chiefs, which will be filled by appoint- 
ments of the chiefs. The appointments 
can be made from within the depart- 
ments. 


If appointments arc made from 


within the ranks, such as a sergeant, 
officers will maintain the civil service 
rank of their position and return to 
their former department positions if 
dismissed from the command post. 


"THIS IS A UNIQUE and model or- 


dinance," Trustee James L. Shaw 
said, "It gives the chiefs a vehicle to 
control and run and make their de- 
partments more efficient and equi- 
table departments. It also gives in- 
centive to the men within the depart- 
ments to show what they can do in 
management," he said. 


Trustees agreed to review at a later 


time a portion of the ordinance giving 
the village manager power to dismisi 
the police or fire chief with the con- 
sent of the village board without a 
hearing. 


As outlined, the ordinance does not 


provide for an automatic hearing for 
the police or fire chief upon dismissal, 
a requirement which the police and 
fire commission believes should exist. 


Creation of the civil service exempt 


command positions is viewed by offi- 
cials as an "innovative aspect" of the 
ordinance. "The civil service exempt 
command position will, through attri- 
tion, replace the present certified lieu- 
tenants' position within the depart- 
ments," Village Mgr. Anton H. Har- 
wig said. 


The ordinance was drafted following 


more than 1>4 years of study by Po- 
lice Chief Jerry Bratcher, Fire Chief 
Harvey Carothers, Fire Marshall Or- 
ville Helms, Harwig and the police 
and fire commission.

The First Brother is a boozer. He is a man who believes that 


absinthe makes the heart grow fonder. Some years ago he engi-

nccrcd a repeal of this community's dry law, and then won for 
himself what is still the only commercial beer license in town. 
Now he says very proudly that he has "a red neck, white socks 
and Blue Label beer." 


None of this is of much moment to America, but it seems of 


importance to the communications industry. Billy Carter is a num- 
ber for hundreds of reporters grown atrophied from his brother's 
near stifling piety. Everything Jimmy is, Billy isn't — and the 
media knows from experience that this paradox has possibilities. 


Remember Sam Houston Johnson? He was the errant baby 


brother of LBJ. And he was always good for fill on a slow nevs 
day. Usually the fill was an embarrassment for the President, and 
so much the better. 


nitOTIIEIl SAM was also a fellow who, in George Nathan's 


phrase, drank to make other people interesting. While Lyndon was 
winning the presidency in 1864 by the greatest landslide in history, 
Sam was drying out in the drunk ward of a South Carolina hospi- 
tal. Besides this he gambled, womanized and reportedly passed at 
least one bad check. 


Yes, Sam was fun copy. Particularly when he was accused by a 


congressman of using a White House credit card to take personal 
journeys. And also when he and a divorcee landed in a Mexican 
Jail for reasons still unclear. Poor Lyndon; at various times dur- 
ing his administration he would not speak to his brother at all. 


Then, during the Nixon regime, there was brother Donald. He 


was not so earthy a story as was Sam Johnson, but he had his 
fascinations. Once, for example, he used a 513,000 piece of proper- 
ty to secure a $205,000 loan from recluse Howard Hughes; skeptics 
said Donald's more tangible collateral was his kinship to the presi- 
dent. 


Donald Nixon's entrepreneurship was so suspicious — he was an 


occasional pal of fugitive-financier Robert Vesco — that even the

Gilmore has right to die: Supreme Court 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - The 


U.S. Supreme Court ruled Monday 
that condemned killer Gary Gtlmoro 
had the right to die before a Utah fir- 
Ing squad in the nation's first execu- 
tion since 1967. 


Gllmorc showed "no real reaction" 


when Informed of the high court's 5-1 
decision by Utah State PrUon Warden 
Sam Smith, but the slayer's lawyer 
said "U'» what he wanted, I think 
he'll bo nappy about It." 


However, attorney Robert Moody 


said Gilmore had no Intention of with- 
drawing a petition seeking to have the 
death penally tossed out on grounds 
the state did not execute him within a 
60-day time limit. 


And a lawyer for two other men on 


Utah's Death Row said the high court 
ruling would not end legal attempts to 
prevent their execution. 


THE COURT lifted Its stay of the 


a d m i t t e d slayer's execution on 


grounds Gilmore had "made a know- 
ing nnd intelligent waiver" of his fed- 
eral rights to appeal his death sen-' 
tence. 


The action, returned the case to 


Utah's Jurisdiction. Fourth District 
Judge J. Robert Bullock must set an- 
other execution date for the con- 
demned man — his third. 


Utah County Attorney's office said 


it would prepare the paperwork today 
asking the judge to schedule a hear- 


ing for the setting of a new death 
date. 


Warden Smith phoned Gilmore in 


his isolated cell in the hospital in- 
firmary and notified him of the 
court's decision. 


"I don't know that there was any 


reaction," the warden said. "He just 
accepted it. There was no real reac- 
tion." 


PROMISES OF further legal action 


to block the execution came from 


Moody, who said the court's ruling 
brings the petition seeking to have the 
death sentence abrogated "to the fore- 
front," and from Robert Van Sciver, 
who represents two other condemned 
men. 


Van Sciver said he would file a civil 


rights suit in federal court this week 
contending that Gilmore's execution 
would prejudice his clients' appeals 
by making the Utah courts reluctant 
to overturn a capital punishment law 
that bad been used. 


A hearing was already scheduled in 


Fourth District Court Wednesday on 
the scheduling of a first-degree mur- 
der trial for Gilmore in a second slay- 
ing last summer in the Provo, Utah, 
area. The condemned man has admit- 
ted the killing of Max D. Jensen, 24, 
during a gas station robbery.

He was ordered shot by a firing 


squad for the slaying of Bennle Bush- 
neil, 26, a motel clerk slain in a hold- 
up one night after Jensen's death.

Regional sales director Robert J. 


Wallace said the new station would In- 
clude a small waiting room for pas- 
sengers, "but we don't feel the pas- 
senger traffic will be too high. 


"THERE'LL, UK A place where 


you can park your car while you buy 
a ticket, of course, but there won't be 
any long-term storage If you want to 
park your car while you go for a bus 


ride," he added. "And the schedule 
won't be conducive to commuting. 


"We're going In there to make It 


more convenient for our commercial 
accounts." Wallace said. "We'll pick 
up passengers, too, but we don't ex- 
pect many." 


Greyhound buses now travel the 


n e a r b y Northwest Tollway, and 
"three to five" of them will be diver- 
ted to the Elk Grove Village stop each 
day. Wallace said. 


Passengers who board the buses In 


Elk Grove Village can make direct 
connections to Rockford and Madison, 
Wls., on the outbound buses. Inbound 
passengers can connect with buses to 
Milwaukee at Jefferson Park, Chi- 
cago, or "to anywhere In the U.S." at 
the Greyhound Chicago terminal, 
Wallace said. 


THE COMPANY has yet to develop

Priests review general absolution 


Although the "downtown 
office" 


says a forgiveness rite would not al- 
low excommunicated Catholics to re- 
c e l v c communion, an Arlington 
Heights priest says many already do. 


Tho Rev. Daniel Coughlln of the 


Chicago Archdiocese agrees with na- 
tional church officials that the rarely 
performed rite of general absolution 
— offered to more than 12,000 Catho- 
lics In Memphis, Tcnn., last week — 
will not change the official status of 
any Catholic excommunicated after a 
divorce and remarriage. 


Out the Rev. Hal Murphy, associate 


pastor of St. James Church, 841 N. 
Arlington 
Heights 
Rd., 
Arlington 


Heights, said many divorced and re- 
married Catholics have returned to 
the sacraments quietly on their own. 


"It would be silly to say they 


don't," he said. "The priest has no 
way of checking to see who has been 
divorced when he distributes commu- 
nion, and I'd guess there arc many 
divorced people who feel in their con- 
science that they arc doing the right 
thing." 


THE RITE of general absolution, 


usually reserved for soldiers going 
Into battle, was offered to thousands 
of Catholics by Memphis Bishop Car- 
roll T. Dozlcr.

Spanish chiefs 
assigned guards 
after kidnaping 


MADRID. Spain (UPI) - The gov- 


ernment assigned guards to political 
figures and Premier Adolfo Suarez 
called off a trip to Barcelona Monday 
in the crisis atmosphere brought on 
by the kidnaping of Spain's No. 4 gov- 
ernment official. 


Relatives of Antonio Maria Oriol, 


president of the Council of State, said 
they received a handwritten note from 
Oriol In which he urged them to "keep 
the faith." 


The note came with a letter renew- 


ing demands of the left-wing guerrilla 
kidnapers for the release of IS per- 
sons jailed for terrorism. 


MADRID SHOWED no outward 


signs of a manhunt for the kidnapers. 
The newspaper Diarlo 16 quoted one 
of Oriel's daughters as saying the 
government already wes negotiating 
w th the guerrillas on the release. 


There was no official confirmation 


of the report and government sources 
said they could not.seo how the gov- 
ernment would give in to blackmail 
by releasing the 15. The guerrillas, 
known as the "Oct. lAnti-Fasclst Re- 
sistance Groups," demanded the pris- 
oners be flown to Algiers. 


The kidnaping came at tho worst 


possible moment for King Juan Carlos 
r.nd his reform-minded government — 
just before Wednesday's hotly con- 
tested notional referendum in which 


Spaniards will decide on democratic 
reforms. 


Government sources said "as of 


now" Suarez was still scheduled to 
make a television appearance tonight, 
the eve of the referendum. But they 
said he has not found time to tape his 
speech. . 


GOVERNMENT SOURCES said op- 


position politicians have been put un- 
der police protection. Security for 
members of the government was 
stepped up several weeks ago. 


Police said Oriel's brief, apparently 


hastily written note to his wife, Sole- 
dad, and seven children appeared to 
be authentic. It was not made public, 
but sources close to the family said it 
read something like this: 


"In the present moment, my only 


concern is my family whom I love 
more than anything in the world. The 
most important thing is to keep the 
faith since our destinies ore in the 
hands of God — Antonio."

Average water bill 
up $36 next year 


The average Mount Prospect water 


customer living in a singlo-famlly 
home can expect an annual rate in- 
crease next year of about $30, accord- 
ing to r -'udy endorsed Monday night 
by the v..luge board. 


If new rates are adopted based on 


recommendations made by Fletcher 
Engineering Co., Des Plolncs, the 
quarterly water bill for an average 
single-family residence will jump 
from about $23 to approximately $37. 
The figures are based on Fletcher's 
findings from a two-month study of 
Mount Prospect's water system dis- 
tribution. 


James Muldowney, president of the 


firm, suggested the board adopt a 
rate structure that will generate 
enough revenue to pay for alternative 
water sources Including the village's 


portion of the SHARE -r 3 pipeline to 
Lake Michigan and the acquisition of 
Citizens Utilities Co. lines. Muldowne.v 
said in order to compensate for the 
village's future water needs, approxi- 
mately $149 in rates must be gener- 
ated annually from the average water 
consumer at $37 per quarter. 


"YOUK PRESENT METHOD of bil- 


ling does not provide for the neces- 
sary extension," Muldowney said. 
'•Tim village must make n decision on 
alternate sources of water supplies or 
it will have serious problems certainly 
within 10 years." 


Muldowney said the higher rates 


will allow the village to make needed 
improvements to its currently declin- 
ing water system. 


Village Finance Director Richard L. 


Jesse said the projected $9 per quar- 
ter increase will vary depending on 


water consumption. At the outset a 
base rate will be established for all 
village water consumers. 
He ex- 


plained rates then will be scaled ac- 
cording to its usage. New rates are 
expected to be effective May 1, the 
start of Mount Prospect's next fiscal 
year. 


The new rale schedule will be based 


on the assumption the village will re- 
ceive a Lake Michigan water alloca- 
tion later this month and pay its por- 
tion of the SHARE -- 3 pipeline. 


The cost of acquiring Citizens Utili- 


ties Co. lines, however, will not be 
considered in the anticipated in- 
crease. Jesse said if the village de- 
cides to buy the privately owned utili- 
ty, only the rates of current Citizens 
Utilities customers will be adjusted la 
pay for the acquisition. 


Circulation up 36% at new library 


Circulation at the new Mount Pros- 


pect Public Library last week in- 
creased about 3C per cent compared 
with the number of books circulated 
during the library's last week in the 
old building. 


Head Librarian Mary Jo Hutchings 


Monday said since Dec. 6, 8,575 books 
were circulated at the new library. 10 
S. Emerson St., compared with the 
6,299 books circulated the last week 
the old building was open at 14 E. 
Bussc Ave. 


Mrs. Hutchings said Sunday's circu- 


lation alone was 7U3 — more than 
twice that of a normal Sunday in the 
library. She attributed the increase to 
the more than 3,000 people who at- 
tended the three-hour library open 
house Sunday. She said, "We do ex- 
pect this to continue, We probably 
won't be" as busy on a daily basis but I 
do suspect we're on our way up." 


Mrs. Hutchings said several new pa- 


trons were using the $3.2 million li- 
brary during its first week. "We also 
saw a great many people we seldom 
saw in the old building," Mrs. Hutch- 
ings said. "The enthusiasm of village 
residents for the new facility was 
overwhelming."

er brother of the President-elect, is In enthusiastic agreement with 
H. L. Mencken's definition of prohibitionists: they arc not the kind 
of people one would care to have a drink with. 


The First Brother is a boozer. He is a man who believes that 


absinthe makes the heart grow fonder. Some years ago he engi-

ncered a repeal of this community's dry law, and then won for 
himself what is still the only commercial beer license in town. 
Now he says very proudly that he has "a red 'neck, white socks 
and Blue Label beer." 


None of this is of much moment to America, but it seems of 


importance to the communications Industry. Billy Carter is a num- 
ber for hundreds of reporters grown atrophied from his brother's 
near stifling piety. Everything Jimmy Is, Billy isn't — and the 
media knows from experience that this paradox has possibilities. 


Remember Sam Houston Johnson? He was the errant baby 


brother of LBJ. And he was always good for fill on a slow ncvrs 
day. Usually the fill was an embarrassment for the President, and 
so much the better. 


IIKOTHER SAM was also a fellow who. in George Nathan's 


phrase, drank to make other people Interesting. While Lyndon was 
winning the presidency in 19C4 by the greatest landslide in history, 
Sam was drying out in the drunk ward of a South Carolina hospi- 
tal. Besides this he gambled, womanized and reportedly passed at 
least one bad check. 


Yes, Sum was fun copy. Particularly when he was accused by a 


congressman of using a White House credit card to take personal 
journeys. And also when he and a divorcee landed in a Mexican 
jail for reasons still unclear. Poor Lyndon: at various times dur- 
ing his administration he would not speak to his brother at all. 


Then, during the Nixon regime, there was brother Donald. He 


was not so earthy a story as was Sam Johnson, but he had his 
fascinations. Once, for example, he used a $13.000 piece of proper- 
ty to secure a $205.000 loan from recluse Howard Hughes; skeptics 
said Donald's more tangible collateral was his kinship to the presi- 
dent. 


Donald Nixon's cntreprcneurship was so suspicious — he was an

Gilmore has right to die: Supreme Court 


SALT LAKE C\Tf 
(UPD - The 


U.S. Supreme Court ruled Monday 
that condemned killer Gary Gilmore 
had the right to die before a Utah fir- 
ing squad In the nation's first execu- 
tion Mncc 1967. 


Gilmore showed "no real reaction" 


when Informed of .the high court's 5-4 
decision by Utah State Prison Warden 
SJHJ Smith, but the slayer's lawyer 
siiid "it's what he wanted, I think 
he'll bo nappy about it." 


Howe*cr. attorney Robert Moody 


said Gilmore had no intention of with- 
drawing a petition seeking to have the 
death penalty tossed out on grounds 
the state did not execute him within a 
60-day time limit. 


And a lawyer for tno other men on 


Utah's Death Row said the high court 
ruling would not end legal attempts to 
prevent their execution. 


THE COL'UT lifted its stay of the 


a d m i t t e d slayer's execution on 


grounds Gilmore had "made a know- 
ing and intelligent waiver" of his fed- 
eral rights to appeal his death sen- 
tence. 


The action returned the case to 


Utah's jurisdiction. Fourth District 
Judge J. Robert Bullock must set an- 
other execution date for the con- 
demned man — his third. 


Utah County Attorney's office said 


it would prepare the paperwork today 
asking the judge to schedule a hear- 


ing for the setting of a new death 
date. 


Warden Smith phoned Gilmore in 


his isolated cell in the hospital in- 
firmary and notified 
him nf the 


court's decision. 


"I don't know that there was any 


reaction," the warden said. "He just 
accepted it. There was no real reac- 
tion." 


PROMISES OF further legal action 


to block the execution came from 


Moody, who said the court's ruling 
brings the petition seeking to have the 
death sentence abrogated "to the fore- 
front," and from Robert Van Sciver. 
who represents two other condemned 
men. 


Von Sciver said he would file a civil 


rights suit in federal court this week 
contending that Gllmore's execution 
would prejudice his clients' appeals 
by making the Utah courts reluctant 
to overturn a capital punishment law 
that had been used. 


A hearing was already scheduled in 


Fourth District Court Wednesday on 
the scheduling of a first-degree mur- 
der trial for Gilmore in a second slay- 
ing last summer in the Provo, Utah, 
area. The condemned man has admit- 
ted the killing of Max D. Jensen, 24, 
during a gas station robbery. 


He was ordered shot by a firing 


squad for the slaying of Bcnnie Bush- 
nell, 26. a motel clerk slain in a hold- 
up one night after Jensen's death.

Robert Edward Williams Jr., 23, a 


convicted cat burglar who robbed 
Northwest suburban apartments in 
1974. awaits trial at the Adult Correc- 
tional Institute in Cranston, H.I.. for 
the attempted murder of a Rhode Is- 
land stale trooper. 


A Rhode Island State Police spokes- 


man said Williams' court date, set by 
• revolving calendar, will come up by 
mid-February. 


AFTER WILLIAMS' case is handled 


In Rhode Island, arraignment hear- 
ings will be held on California charges 
for the abduction and apparent slay- 
Ing of a wealthy Sherman, Calif, 
woman; and charges in Schaumburg 
for the April 12 abduction of on Itasca 
woman and attempted armed robbery 
of a Woodficld gift shop. 


Glcncoe police also are seeking Wil- 


liams for the abduction of a Glcncoe 
woman April IS, In which Williams al- 
legedly forced her to withdraw $6,000 
from her bank account. 


The Itasca and Glencoe women both 


were released unharmed. 


Williams was arrested Sept. 17, two 


days after he allegedly shot and 
wounded a Rhode Island trooper who 
stopped him for speeding. 
Police 


caught up with Williams at a Chelsea, 
Mass, apartment, where he was be- 
lieved to be staying with a girlfriend. 
A Shootout followed, in which Wil- 
liams was wounded twice in the abdo- 
men.

Hams and rushed him to a Boston hos- 
pital, where he underwent emergency 
surgery. After his recovery, he was 
transferred to the Rhode Island jail to 
await trial. 
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
